The Municipal Elections 


An Anti-Semitic Rout. which have just taken 
| place in France have 
resulted admirably for the cause of racial tolerance. The compact 


Nationalist and anti-Semitic majority of the Paris City Council has been 
driven from power, and the Republicans are now the dominant municipal 
element. Outside the capital, too, the Republicans have done exceedingly 
well, though it has to be remembered that Nationalism 1s mainly a thing 
of the Parisian boulevards. Among the fallen anti-Semites is 
member of the staff of the Libre Parole. This newspaper has 
been unfortunate in late years, for inthe parliamentary elections of two years 
ago, all its editors, with Drumontat their head, suffered ignominious defeat. 
Toe Libre Parole has never been backward in acknowledging defeat, and we 
observe that now, as in 1902, it admits that it has been beaten. In France, 
as a whole, we are glad to hear that the supposed Jewish quest ion Was 
avoided in the majority of cases. Even in Paris itself only a few hardy 
spirits plucked up courage enough to paste the discredited old protests 
against the ‘‘ Jewish Masonie Sect’ on the walls. On the other hand, a 
number of Jews have secured election not ouly as municipal Couneillors, 
but as Mayors. In Algeria, where four out of the six members elected to 
the Chamber two years ago were friends of liberty, and where an anti- 
Jewish revival was feared, the results are almost equally satisfactory. Max 
Régis, who in 1902 formally renounced the anti-Jewish movement on the 
ground that “our strugg tles, 
sterile,” stood for municipal honours, but  ‘* failed 
Owing to apathy, an anti-Semite crept in at Oran, but elsewhere the 
Republicans gained the day, while former anti-Semites were ° driven 
to the humiliating expedient of soliciting Jewish votes. ‘The recovery of 
the great French nation from the hideous Nationalist and anti-Semitic night- 
mare—a recovery illustrated by the pending vindication of Dreyfus——is a 
source of satisfaction to all lovers of France and freedom. Anti-Semitism, 
as M. Camille Pelletan has recently said, was always the ‘‘ favourite mask 
of -reaction.’’ ‘The mask has now fallen, and Frenchmen can see what was 
behind it. The growing friendship with England will help on still further 
this return of a great and liberal nation to the light.

The French Municipal Elections and the 
Jewish Question. 


OUR CORRESPONDENT 


Paris, May ore, 

The detinite result of the Municipal Elections has not only eonfirmed 
but even strengthened the result of the first ballots. The anti-Semitic 
Nationalists have been beaten to an extent even greater than we could have 
hoped for. As bt have already informed you, they formed a couipaet majority 
on the Paris City Council, where, since 1900, they held forty-live seats against 
thirty-five held by the Republicans. This time the position is exaetly 
reversed, for the Republicans now have a majority of ten. The anti-Semitic 
journals do not coneeal the faet that they have been disillusionised, and the 
apostles of the League of the French Fatherland admit with despair that 
Paris has escaped them. The Libre Parole sadly acknowledges that its friends 
have been beaten, and it is particularly agreeable to us to know that one of 
the defeated candidates is M. Dubuc, whose ideal it was to crush the Jews. 
With him a namber of his friends who share his views have suffered well- 
merited defeat, the news of which was last night received with considerable 
joy by the Republican section of the population. In order to understand 
the extent of the anti-Semitic defeat, we must go to the other extreme of 
France Algeria. where up to the present there bad been a fear of an anti- 
Semitic revival. It is true that in Oran the anti-lews secured a majority, 
but if a serious effort had been made they could easily have been defeated. 
According to telegrams to hand to-day, disturbances took place in that town 
in the course of which a young Jew was killed. At Constantine the former 
anti-Semites were obliged to renounce their old hatred, and in order to secure 
a victory they flattered our coreligionists who appear to have been led 
away by their fine language and interested promises. At Algeria the 
notorious ex-Mayor, Max Régis, failed miserably, and in all other parts of 
Algeria the Republicans gained the day. | 

In France itself the Jewish question was carefully avoided in the majority 
of the elections. In Paris, only a few placards were to be seen denouneing 
the “Jewish-Masonie Sect.” The Dreyfus affair no longer served as a handle 
for long harangues from candidates as was the case in 1900. In many places 
Jews have been elected members of the Municipal Councils, for instance, in 
Paris M. Fribourg, Socialist Republican; was elected by a large majority. 
At Chaumont, M. Goguenheim, a large manufacturer, has been re-elected 
Mayor; Jews have also been elected Mayors in several other communes. 
On the whole the French Jews have every reason to rejoice at the result of 
the elections, which are of the utmost importance, for in two years the re- 
election of a third of the Senate and the election of the entire Chamber of 
Deputies will take place. The leading Republican papers are unanimous 


in declaring that France has awakened from a hideous nightmare, and that 
Nationalism is dead. 


Expulsions of Jews from Russia. 
The Berlin correspondent of the Morning Leader telegraphed on Sunday :— 


During the past few weeks thousands of Russian Jews have crossed the frontier 
into Germany They complain that they have been driven from their homes by the 
Russian authorities, and as they have had to travel uninterruptedly for several days 
in- very slow trains they arrived in this country in a lamentable condition. The 
men all wear the characteristic Russian Jewish dress, with top-boots and peaked 
cap, and judging from their appearance, they must be exceedingly poor. They. all 
make for Frankfort on the Maine, where their coreligionists provide them with 
shelter for A few days and supply them with the means of continuing their journey, 
The Aoelnische Zeitung learns that the ultimate destination ‘of: these unfortunat: 
outcasts is Canada.

The Belfast News Letter of Wednesday, says:—Mr. Julian Grande, 
director of the Irish Mission to the Jews, speaking at a meeting in con- 
nection with the mission, stated that the Very Rev. Mr. O’Laverty, of the 
Redemptorist Order, had taken over the rectorship of the establishment in 


Limerick hitherto directed by the Rev. Mr. Creagh, whose anti-Semitic 


sermons were the cause of all the boyeott and persecution to which the 
Jews had been subjected. He (Mr. Grande) was not, however, in a position 
to state what the Roman ecclesiastical authorities intended doing with Rev. 
Mr. Creagh. They could not possibly promote him te the position of “ head ” 
of the order, as the director major, who lived in Rome, was still alive and 
was elected for life. Personally, he (Mr. Grande) would be sorry at the 
departure of Rev. Mr. Creagh, whom he found a genial and kind young 
gentleman, but who unfortunately was misinformed regarding the Hebrew 
community in Limerick. He trusted, however, that under the new reetor- 


ship of Rev. Mr, O’Laverty peace would reign within the borders of Limerick. 


London Bishops on the Jews. 
> 


The Bishop oF LONDON presided on Monday in the Convoeation Hall of 
the Church House, over the fifth annual meeting of the East London Fund for 
the Jews. | | | 

The Rev. A. M. CAZALET, the Secretary, presented the report. In this it 
was stated, that .a very marked change for the better had come over the 
attitude of the Jewish parishioners towards Christianity. The violent hatred 
of Christianity in the “ greener,” or Jewish immigrant, the natural result of 
centuries of persecution, was being conquered by unselfish work. 

THE BisHoe OF LONDON said that this was perhaps the most diflicult work 
the Chureh had todo. The Jews came from lands wherea very different sort 
of Christianity had been shown them, and where they had been hunted and 
persecuted, Their suspicion and prejudice against Christianity were there- 
fore natural, At present this work received less encouragement than any 
other from the Church as a whole. Nor was any part of Chureh work more 
misunderstood. ft was looked on by some as almost a breach of hospitality 
and an act of disrespect’to the ancient religion of the Jews ; or, .from another 
point of view, it was accused of bribery and corruption, Such misunder- 
standings were purely due to want of knowledge. The work had simply been 
started because, in obeying Christ's command to preach the Gospel to every 
creature, it was impossible to leave out 100,000 members of one nation in our 
very midst. This was no attempt to force Christianity on the Jews, but the 
very reverse ; and there was the strictest rule against bribery of any sort. 
Everything that was done was openand above board. The Church would be 
failing in true hospitality if it gave these people no chance of. learning about 
and accepting the bést treasure it possessed the Christian faith. So far 
was this work from throwing a slur on the Jews’ religion, it was done in the 
belief that the Christian faith was the complement and culmination of the 
Jewish. He had an immense admiration for the character of the Jews, who 
set an example of wonderful sobriety, love of children, thrift, and self- 
control; and by sending down more and more Christian workers to live in a 
Christian spirit among them the Church would only- be making some return 
for those virtues. 

The Bishop OF STEPNEY,in moving the adoption of the report, said he was 
afraid there was no avoiding the conelusion that the measures proposed by 
the Government in the Aliens Bill were right but only because the new- 
comers increased the house-famine, which could not: be coped with under our 
present system of land tenure and house property. Such aetion was not to 
be justified on any of the grounds often alleged against the Jews, who, in 
domestic virtues, were ahead of his own people. 
of most classes in the genuine interest they took in the education of their 
children. — In any mixed schoo! the children who were taking the keenest 
interest in their studies were the Jewish children, because their parents 
believed in education. The industry of these people was almost excessive, 
and their shrewdness and capacity in their trades were great. indeed.

Decentralisation of the Industrial Department. 
The CHAIRMAN said that the principal business on the agenda was to 
eonsider the recommendations of the Industrial Committe, as amended and 
approved by the Executive Committee, to the following effect : 


That the ladies of the Industrial Committee be constituted into a separate Sub- 
(‘onimittee of the Industrial Committee, to be called. the Girls’ Apprenticing Sub-Com- 
mittee of the Jewish Board of Guardians; that the experiment be tried for twelve months 
from the date of starting working. ‘That as the Board is tnable to provide at present a 
separate accommodation for girls, the whole work relating to the apprenticeship of girls 
be transacted by the Sub-Committee at the Butler Strect Club; that the Sub-Committee 
be empowered to make free grants in cases which have been recommended by the Secre- 
tary-of the Board, and approved by the Honorary Officers of the Parent Committee : that 
the Parent Committee place at the disposal of the Sub-Committee £120 for the twelve 
months’ expenditure ; this sum to include all salaries, all working expenses of whatsoever 
description and riding money, hut to exclude bad debts and free grants , ay EXCess over 
£120 to be provided by the Sub-Committee. | . 

The following were the circumstances which had brought about the reeom- 
mendations. During the last year the Ladies’ Rota had been held at the 
Butler Street Girls’ Club. It had not quite led to the expansion of their 
work which had been expected. There had been several conferences 
hetween the ladies and the Honorary Officers of the Industrial Committee, 
with the result that those amendments were olfered for their approval. — If 
those amendments effected the desired expansion, the achievement would be 
worth carrying out, even at the additional expense which would be involved. 
He would like to point out, however, that the £120 mentioned would not all 
represent additional expense, as in any circumstances it would be necessary 
to increase the staff. The ladies had not been satistied that {120 was. sutli- 
cient for their purposes, and an additional €25 had been placed at their 
disposal by Mrs. Gundelfinger. The arrangement was to last temporarily for 
twelve months, and if it did not answer their. expectations neither the 
ladies nor the Board would desire them to continue it. Personally, he 
thought the step justitied, and that it would have beneficial results. 

Mr. H. MyYrer seconded the adoption of the recommendations. 

Mr. ARTHUR E. FRANKLIN said that the Board would probably regard tho 
recommendations as a means of more efliciently carrying on their work. One 
or two, however, alfeeted the work of the Board as a whole, and one took a 
new departure in their financial affairs. He hoped that the Board would not 
agree to that clause. All their expenditure, excepting that of the Joint 
Committee with the Russo-Jewish Committee, was carried out under the 
control of the Finance Committee. That proposal was to give a Sub- 
Committee of one of the Committees power to spend as much as it liked below 
a certain maximum, 
ment that amount. There was only one charity fund in London, and his 
experience was that whenever a new claim on it came forward, the older 
charities suffered, By inviting outside contributions to the Apprenticing 
fund, a similar amount to that obtained would be deflected from the general 
funds of the Board. Instead of placing a sum of money at the disposal of 
the Committee, the Treasurers should be authorised to pay the amount 
necessary for the upkeep of the Sub-Committee ; and as regards riding-money 
and grants in aid, arrangements should be made through the Industrial 
Committee, 

Mr. H. MYER pointed out that the most costly part of the work 
consisted in the attempts to find employers. The parent Committee would 
be responsible for the accounts of its Sub-Committee and for its work, ~The 
reason for the request was that the ladies thought that they could carry on 
their work much better if they were released from the trammels of red tape 
which they thought were'inseparable from the work of gentlemen.

He 
Sympathised with Mr, Franklin, but if they had to consider every proposed 
new departure solely from the financial point of view they would never 
make any new move. It was not a question of finance but of principle. In 
the event of an extension of the work of the Sub-Committee, there would not 


be suflicient. accommodation on the premises of the Board, and £120' was a 


small price to pay for the additional advantages the scheme offered. 
The recommendations were adopted. | 


The Sanitary Committee. 
The Sanitary Committee reeommended : 


That with respect to cases of consumption on the Board’s list, the committee 
recommend to the Board to authorise that the premises be cleansed. (a) Where the 
family removes, whether under pressure by the Board or not. (b) Where the con- 
sumptive patient is removed to hospital, subject. to the loeal authority first disin- 
fecting such premises in each case which they be always urged to do. 


Mr. D. F. SCHLOSS moved the adoption of the recommendations. The 


Moreover, its members could collect funds to supple- 


work of the Committee, he said, so far as consumption cases were concerned 
increased from year to year. Hitherto the sanitary authority had only dis- 
infected a house after a death had occurred, and the Board had followed up 
that action, with sanitary cleansing. The Board had only dealt with 
cases in which patients had died, but there was also a very important class 
in which patients did not die. He estimated the expense incurred by the 
adoption of the recommendations at a maximum of £70 per annum. : 

Mr. ARTHUR E, FRANKLIN seconded the motién. He did not think the 
funds of the Board could be devoted to a worthier object. 

The recommendations were adopted. . 


7 The Financial Position. 

Mr, AkTHUR E, FRANKLIN gave the comparative figures of the financial 
position for the first quarters of 1903 and 1904. The Board had eommenced 
the former year with a deficit of £1,560, which had by the Ist of April become 
a surplus of £765. That had gradually reached the very unsatisfactory 
position of a deficit of £3,100 at the beginning of 1904, and a deficit’ of {837 
on the Ist of April. Since that date the deficit had increased to €1,265. On 
the other hand, theix income had increased by £940, and their expenditure at 
the same time by more than £1,000, and they had that afternoon incurred 
further obligations amounting to £200. They were continually losing ground, 
and their position was indeed very serious. At the end of the vear their 
deficit was expected to be greater than ever. Hitherto they had borrowed 
on their trust funds, but he doubted whether they would be able to continue 
to do so. 
| Mr. ALBERT M. WooLk said he was sure that before the end of the year 
their charges would be heavier than ever. Many people had that year to 
apply for charity who had never done so before, 
that when trade was bad the calls on the Board were much greater. 

The CHAIRMAN said he was glad that the Treasurer had made his 
statement. They were approaching the holiday season, and during that 
period very little money came into the,cotfers of the Board. He had grave 
iInisgivings as regards the future. During the past winter the amount of 
money spent at the weekly rotas had increased by sixty per cent. He did not 
know from what channels further subscriptions could be drawn. Many 
generous donors had died of late, and others were not at present in positions 
to subseribe as heretofore. What was needed was that people should come 
tothe Board and see the work econdueted on the rota. 


Mr. B. L. Cohen, M.P., and the Aliens Bill. 
Mr. H. ComMor said they had tried their utmost in East London to 
obtain new subscribers, but was it possible, he asked, to do so in future, after 
amember of the Board had allowed himself to be carried away by party 


- feeling when speaking on the Aliens Bill ? 
The CuaAtrnMAN said that the aetion of a member of the Board on the 


Aliens Bill was not germane to the discussion, 

Mr. CoMor, proceeding, said that he called attention to Mr. Bb. L. Cohen's 
words in the House of Commons when speaking on the Aliens Bill, and as 
representing nine hundred contributors to the Board, mostly alien immi- 
grants. Unless the Board stated that Mr. Cohen’s remarks were not in 
accordance with its policy, and that Mr. Cohen was not on that oceasion its 
mouthpiece, he (Mr. Comor) could not continue to work on its behalf in 
Kast London. 

The CHAIRMAN said that the speaker was contravening his ruling. He 


-eould not diseuss the Aliens Bill nor the action of a member of the Bourd 


who was: not present. 

Mr. Comor said that if the matter was not to be discussed he would 
have to tell the subscribers to the East London Aid Society that he had tried 
to bring the matter forward but had been unable to do so. The question was 
most serious. They already felt a decrease in their subseriptions and unless the 
action of Mr. Cohen was disclaimed— | 

The CHAIRMAN said that if Mr. Comor desired to discuss the matter he 
must give notice of a resolution. | 

Mr. CoMOR said that he would do so. 


Mr. A. ENGLANDER said that a meeting of the East End Aid Society had been | 


held shortly after the second reading of the Bill, at which it was resolved 
to hand over an additional sum of £100 to the Board. When finances were 
discussed at that meeting, the matter to which Mr. Comor had _ referred, 
arose. ‘hey had received a letter from the Exeeutive of the Aid Society, 
asking them to protest against the remarks of Mr. B. L. Cohen in the House 
of Commons regarding the repatriation work of the Board of Guardians. Any 
member of Parliament had the richt to speak in favour of the bill, but no 
member of ‘the Board had the right to use his experience on that body in 
favour of the measure. Unless something were done he would have seriously 
to consider his position. He moved: 

That this Board is not in agreement with and deplores the action of Mr. B. L. 
Cohen, M.P., and a member of this Board, m using his experience as. ex- 
President of this Board, in support of his arguments on the occasion of the 
second reading of the Alien Immigration Bil in the House of Commons And 
that this Board dissociate itself from the statements of Mr. B. L. Cohen, that 
“There is very deplorable and discreditable congestion; ” that “‘they (the 
aliens) live in a most disreputable way;” and, most important of all: °° When 
I was President of the Board of Guardians we continuously refused our 
support to any of those immigrants who, after being here, failed to find any 
means of support, and although they were not cast upon the public rates, still 
we have always set our faces against those unfortunate people who did not 
leave their country on account of persecution—although persecution was rife 
there—-but who come here to better themselves, as the phrase goes, and failed 
in their object, and, therefore, we, as a Board of Guardians, always refused 

| to assist them.”’ 

The CHAIRMAN said that he conld not allow the motion to be put that 
evening nor possibly on another occasion. It was doubtful whether it was 
in order to discuss Mr. Cohen’s action in the House of Commons, 

Mr. ALBERT M. Woo.r said he hoped that the. two gentlemen would 
reconsider their threat to withdraw from the Board. 

Mr. C. STETTAUER said it was not fair that the threat should have 
been made. | 

The CHAIRMAN said he hoped Mr. Englander would think the matter 
over very seriously before he gave notice of the resolution, He did not see 
how it was possible to place such a motion on the agenda. If he gave notice 
of a motion concerning the remarks of Mr. 8. L. Cohen, another member might 
do so in respect to any other member of Parliament who was on their Board, 
Conduct in the House of Commons was not a subject for debate at the Board 
of Guardians. 7 

Mr. ArTuuUR E, FRANKLIN, returning to the original subject of discussion, 
said that there were two ways of increasing the solvency of the Board by 
increasing subscriptions and by practising the strictest economy. 3 

Mr. S. M. SAMUEL, M.P., said he could not admit that Mr. Franklin 
was the only advocate of economy. Expenditure could not be otherwise 
than increased by the inerease in the Jewish population. Mr. Franklin 
had said the Board had not progressed so well in consequence 
of the competition of newly-founded charities. That was not so, 
The total amount devoted to charity had never been so large as at present, 
The Jewish public was always prepared to supply the funds when the object 
was deserving. He deplored the emphasis and the repetition of the great 
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increase in their deficit which they were so continually hearing. Every year 
they read in their report of a further loss of prosperity, yet the Board 
managed to continue its operations. If they were to change the tune and 
refer to prosperity instead, such action might probably attract those who 
were used to the continual repetition of the complaint of impecuniosity. 


Legacies and Donations. : 

The TREASURER reported the receipt of various legacies and donations 
which have already been.announced in the Jewish Chronicle. 

The following letter was read from Mr. J. A. Rozelaar, a member of the 
Board 

Mr. STEPHANY,—- Wiesbaden, May 4th, 1904. 

I hereby beg to forward £150 cheque, which Mrs) Amelia Simons kindly handed 
to me for the purpose of building up the ** Simon Simons Widow Ss Fund, * in memory 
of her lamented husband, such as you suggested. The conditions are that the 
interest shall be used to assist poor widows. Further, she wishes it to be understood 
that the interest derived from the Simon Simons (endowed) Memorial Loan Fund 
shall, in future, be added to that fund, until such time. that the capital thereof has 
reached the sum of £250. The interest afterwards to be used again to make up the 
shrinkage which may take place in the Simon Simons Memorial Loan Fund. Mr. 
Ansell proposed this scheme, and wall, no doubt, make it clear to you, as it is this 
proposal which leads Mrs. Simons to alter her original plan. bia 

The CHAIRMAN said it had been brought to the knowledge of Mrs, 
Simons that the Loan Department needed no funds, and it had been suggested 
to her that the money should be devoted to the benefit of widows, 


Miscellaneous, 

The CHAIRMAN announced that a letter had been received from the City 
Council for the Organisation of Charity, forwarding a copy of a scheme for 
the formation of a central body for the relief of foreigners, and asking the 
Board to join. He suggested as a reply that the Board would be willing 
to attend a conference and to assist with its advice, but otherwise it was 
not prepared to join in the proposals. | 

Mr. FRANKLIN said that the invitation was a great compliment to the 
Board, for it really meant that the Board’s advice was asked in the reorgani- 
sation of its charitable methods. 


The routine business included the appointment of an additional clerk to 
the Loan Department.

The Jews in Limerick. 


Mr. B. L. Cowen, M.P., said that his friend Mr. Sloan ealled his atten- 
tion, in the House of Commons last week, in the course of conversation, to 
a report which represented him (Mr. Cohen) as having said that he had 
reason to know that the question Mr. Sloan had put relative to the Limerick 
disturbances had been inspired by the Irish official leaders. He (Mr. Sloan) 
assured him that he had received inspiration from nobody, and had asked 
him at the first opportunity to make a statement to that effect. He had to 
read the reports of so many speeches in the Jewish Chronicle that the 
last he turned to were his own. (Laughter.) He had, however, no doubt 
that‘-he had made the statement attributed to him, for the Jewish Chronicle 
reports were always extremely accurate. He had spoken without pre- 
paration, and instead of saying that ih putting his question Mr. Sloan had 
the sympathy and concurrence of the leaders of the Irish party, he had 
used the word “inspired.” He had had the privilege of knowing Mr. Sloan 

ever sinee they had been associated in Parliament, and very friendly 
relations existed between them. Mr. Sloan was a man of independent 
opinions and ideas, and took no outside’ inspiration. He not only accepted 
Mr. Sloan’s statement, but he was quite sure he himself had been in error. 
He would like to add that the Irish leaders and Mr. Sloan had shown him 
reports of legal proceedings in Ireland where persons holding judicial posi- 
tions had denounced and censured the outbreak caused by some malevolent 
people, and it was only just to say that both the Messrs. Redmond, Mr. 
Sloan, and others, had reason to believe that the judge was correct in 
supposing that the outbreak had been very much exaggerated. 
thereto he had urged that the distress, caused in Limerick by thé malicious, 
malevolent, and outrageous utterances of Father Creagh, could not be 
exaggerated. This was acknowledged even by those who had characterised 
the outbreak as exaggerated. In the result of his sermons, Father Creagh 
had disgraced the profession to which he belonged. (Hear, hear.) 

The CHAIRMAN said that as no repy had been received either from 


Cardinal Logue or the Roman Catholic Bishpp of Limerick, he had written 
the following letter :—

My Lorp,—I much regret the necessity which compels me to bring to your

I have already brought the matter to the knowledge of his Eminence Cardinal 
Logue in a letter addressed by me to him on the 8th inst., and in order to: avoid 
repetition I venture to enclose for your Lordship’s perusal a copy of that letter. His 
Eminence replied to my letter in sympathetic terms, but stated that as Limerick was 
outside his ecclesiastical province he had no jurisdiction to imterfere except by way 
of friendly suggestion. At the same time he informed me that he was expecting to 
meet you in Dublin in the course of a few days, when he would bring my communica- 
tion under your notice. In these circumstances I venture to appeal to your Lordship 
on behalf of my persecuted coreligionists. 7 , 

The position of the Jews at Limerick remains, I regret to say, as serious as ever 
The boycott against them is still rigorously in force, life to them under e 
conditions has become almost unbearable, the distress amongst them is 
ing, and personal assaults on them are growing more frequent, and I may add that the 
Jewish community at Limerick are at the present time in a state of terror and appre- 
hension, not knowing to what length the fanatical outbreak instigated by the Rey 
Mr. Creagh may be carried. | The longer the present situation continues, the longer 
will it take to repair the mischief which has already been done, and it is greatly 
feared that unless prompt steps are taken to silence Mr. Creagh the cruel and unjust 
campaign which he has initiated against the Jews of Limerick may extend to other 
parts of Ireland. 


I, therefore, plead most earnestly that your Lordship will take the necessary 

_ measures to put an end to the existing boycott and agitation, and use your influence 
ae ery to restrain Mr. Creagh from any further persecution of the Jews of 
imerick.

It was evident that they could not look for assistance from the Catholic 
Bishop of Limerick. One thing only remained for them to do. They must 
use their best efforts to break down the boycott. (Hear, hear.) That would 
demand money. They would have to maintain the poor sufferers from the 
boycott, at all events for some time until they could get peace restored. He 
regretted that the response to the appeal had not been as generous as he had 
anticipated and desired. The whole amount received was under £500. He 
hoped that when his words appeared in the Jewish press ,the  com- 
munity would come forward and give liberally, and extend their generosity 
as well as their sympafhy to the Jews of Limerick. The special com- 
mittee had considered the question of the administration of the Fund, and 
they had eome to the unanimous conelusion that from every point of view 
if was essential that the Fund should be administered from London, and 
not in Limerick. The question then arose as to how it could be admin- 
istered from here. It was proposed and carried that an application should 
be made to the Board of Guardians for the services of Mr. Berman, with a 
view to his going over to report, and meeting Dr. Harris in Dublin. A 
letter had been written to Mr. Leonard L. Cohen, who replied sympathetic- 
ally regretting that illness in his family prevented Mr. Berman from leav- 
ing London, and that'no other officer of sufficient experience could be 
spared without seriously dislocating the ordinary work of the Board. 
Another meeting of the Special Committee was summoned, and although 
only two hours’ notice had been given, it was attended by their Vice- 
President, Mr. Leopold de Rothschild. They then came to the conclusion 
that it would be very desirable that they should send their own officer, 
Mr. Rehfisch. (Hear, hear.) They also thought that it would be well if. 
he were accompanied by a member of the Board, which would give him 
more authority and prestige. They had asked Mr. J. Prag, who had readily 
accepted. (Hear, hear.) Mr. Prag was prepared to go this week-end to | 
Limerick. Mr. Rehfisch was already there. They would be met by Dr. 
Harris, of Dublin. They would fyrnish a detailed report as to the amount 
of relief required, and would give an account of the situation generally. 
The Fund would be administered direct by the Limerick Branch of the 
National Bank of Ireland, their services having been enlisted by Sir 
Samuel Montagu. (Hear, hear.) He was quite sure the meeting would 
pass a resolution unanimously thanking Mr. Prag for the task he had 
undertaken, and adding his name to the Special Committee. (Applause.) 

The motion was carried by acclamation. 

Mr. Praa said he trusted he would not be exceeding the powers con- 
ferred upon him if he endeavoured, besides ascertaining facts, to produce, - 
by personal influence, an improvement in the situation. He might, for 
instance, interview Father Creagh. Unless the boycott were broken down, 
£500 would go a very little way towards supporting 35 families. 

Mr. S. ALEXANDER commended the wisdom and energy displayed by 
the President throughout the whole of this Limerick trouble. It was 
desirable that Mr. Prag should investigate the truth of the allegations 
coneerning the methods of trading by the Jews, and if there were any 
foundation for the charges he might give the local community a-.few words 
of seasonable advice. The facts should also again be placed before the 
Irish party leaders, from whom he thought more might be expected than 
from the ecclesiastical leaders in Ireland. The response to the appeal 
might be better if a circular letter were written to certain members of the 
community. 

_ The CHarrRMAN said it would be advisable before approaching the Irish 
leaders to be in possession of the report to be furnished by Messrs. Prag 
and Rehfisch. Circular letters had. already been written to about 100 
members of the community, but, in spite of this, the result had been as — 
stated. He again made a strong appeal for a more generous response. 

Mr. D. Q. HENRIQUES said that from his experience of charitable col- 
lections, he was sure the community would come forward if the matter 
were impressed upon them. He hoped for beneficial results from Mr. 
Prag’s visit if—as had not been proved—the Limerick Jews were deficient in 
any of the qualities that went to make good citizens. | 

On the motion of the CuarrMan, the action taken hitherto in regard to 
the Limerick matter was approved. | 


The Aliens Bill. 


The CHAIRMAN stated that the Home Secretary, Mr. Akers-Douglas, had 
consented to receive a deputation of Jews on the subject of the Aliens Bill. 
The deputation would be introduced by Lord Rothschild (applause), who 
would be accompanied by a few other members of the community.

Home Secretary had postponed it till Thursday, the 19th inst. There was 


no possibility of the committee stage of the Bill being taken before that 
date. The deputation would be comprised of some of the following gen- 
tlemen (whose names were read by Mr. Emanuel), Mr. Akers-Douglas having 
intimated that only a srhnall deputation could be received:—Lord Roths- 
child, Sir Samuel Montagu, the Chief Rabbi, the Haham, Messrs. D. L. 
Alexander, K.C., B. L. Cohen, M.P., F. D. Mocatta, Claude G. Montefiore, 
Leopold de Rothschild, and Mr. Emanuel, as Secretary. -

INAUGURATION OF RELIGION CLASSES. 


Last Sunday, at Barrow’s Buildings, Devonshire Street, Mile End, the. 


religion classes, the formation of which is due to the efforts of East End 
Yehidim, seatholders and congregantes of the Bevis Marks Synagogue, were 
formally opened. Mr. KE, L. MOcatTTA, who was accompanied by Mrs. 
Moeatta, presided. The hall was decorated by Mr. and Mrs. A. I, Mendoza. 
The proceedings opened with the reading of Mincha Service by the Rev. 
S. J. Roeo, who was assisted by a choir under the direction of Mr. B. Ereira. 

After the service, the CHAIRMAN, who was heartily received, delivered an 
address. He said it was considered necessary to instil a feeling of interest 
in their old congregation, and, very rightly, the work of educating the 
younger members of the community was placed in the forefront of the pro- 


jected programme. The formation of the classes was good for their congre- 


gation, and was necessary for the welfare of the community asa whole. He 
trusted that the vitalising spirit which was growing throughout the congre- 
gation would long continue to manifest itself. The more difficult the task, 
the greater energy should they evince, and he hoped their work would 
abundantly prosper and redound to their credit. (Cheers). | 

The Rey. Dr. GASTER (Hon, President), in proposing a vote of thanks to the 
Chairman, said they rejoiced upon an occasion which he considered unique in 
the annals of their congregation. It was beautiful to know that an effort was 
being made to bring the children into the fold of religious instruction. It 
was a sign of renewed vitality, a source of great gratification and justifiable 
pride to every member of the community. To fill the empty benches of 
Bevis Marks Synagogue was the idea of the originators of the movement, and 
it was essential that the parents should co-operate, for with their assistance 
they would do doubly well. (Cheers.) He paid a warm tribute to Mr. E. L. 
Mocatta, who, he said, had shewn the deepest interest in the movement. 
Mr. Mocatta wanted to be satisfied that the work they were doing was in 
sound and capable hands, and that it had been reasoned out thoroughly. 

The motion was carried unanimously, and, incidentally, it was agreed, on 
the motion of the Rev. S. J. Roco, to forward a letter of sympathy to the 
Vice-President of the Association, Mr. 8S. H. Valentine, who was away recruit- 
ing his health. . 

Mr. Mocatta briefly responded. 

Mr: J. Dr Casseres, Treasurer, stated the financial position of the 
Association. Considering that the greater part of their finances came from 
the less wealthy portion of the congregation, he considered it commend- 
able, and he trusted that the West would co-operate with the East and 
render them financial help at a period when it was needed. 

Mr. A. BOTIBOL proposed a vote of thanks to Dr. Gaster for his presence. 

Mr. F. D. MocaATTA, in seconding, said he and the Haham had known one 
another for a good many years, and he hoped they had the same mutual 
regard for each other. He could, however, only answer for his (Mr. Mocatta’s) 
side. (Laughter.) He trusted their efforts would be crowned with success, 
He knew a good deal of the Jewish poor children, and likewise of the 
children of the wealthier portion of the community. He would, however, if 


he were asked, certainly admit that, of the two, the children of the rich were 


more in need of religious education. This was a matter requiring an immense 
amount of consideration. Their religion classes would be a great instrument in 
winning the children back to an interest in their faith, for they could not for- 
vet the active agencies which surrounded them on all sides—he referred to 
tho conversionist societies. Though they were very active, he was by no 
means alarmed at them, for he felt strongly that the movement was a 
mistaken one. (Cheers.) Therefore he begged them to be watchful. The 
classes they had that day established would prove most valuable to the 
children of the Jewish community generally, and to society as a whole. 
(Cheers.) | 

Dr. GASTER responded. 

The Rey. S. J. Roco, President of the Association, expressed his 
gratification at the knowledge that the corner-stone of the Association had 
been well and truly laid, and said they were indebted to Mr. E. L. Mocatta for 
his presence on that oeecasion and for the able manner in which he had 
expounded their position. They could not but agree with his observation

Jewish Religious Union. 


‘A large congregation assemblefl on Saturday last at Steinway Hall, 
when Mr. Claude G. Montefiore (President of the Union gave an extremely 
powerful sermon, which was all the more appreciated by the congregation 
as if was the first time that Mr. Montefiore had taken part in the Services 
since he left England in November last. Mr. Montefiore will deliver: the 
address at Steinway Hall at the Service to-morrow (14th inst.) at 3.30 p.m. 

The MSS. of the addresses delivered during the first session and se- 
lected for inclusion ih the volume of sermons are now being set up by the 
printers, Every gentleman who preached at the Services during the session 
1902-3 will be represented by at least one address, and the volume, which 
will contain 20 addresses in all, will, it is hoped, be ready by the end of 
the month. 


The subject of Mr. Claude Montefiore’s sermon, on Saturday, was the 
Jewish belief in the Messiah, and the scriptural reading by which it was 
prefaced included the first nine verses of the Ith chapter of Isaiah—the 
Prophetical Section for the day, according to the Reformed ritual. The 
doctrine of the Jewish. Messiah, said the preacher, was not only unfolded 
by the Hebrew Prophets; the Psalms were full-of it, and it was also to be 
found in the Law. At one time the contest between Judaism and Chris- 
tianity was chiefly Waged over such passages as this in Isaiah. But now 
that the dust of the conflict had been wiped away, neither party was dis- 
posed to attach overwhelming importance to prophecies which, it was seen, 
were the rhetorical descriptions of a poet rather than the verbally inspired 
utterances of a seer. Neither Christians nor Jews were disposed to abandon 
their particular standpoints because they no longer believed that Isaiah 
pointed to the coming of a particular personage. ~The idea of a king who 
was to ascend the throne of David had largely dropped out of the Jewish 
belief, which now centred itself in a Messianie period rather than a Megssi- 
anic person. The belief resolved itself into a convicton that goodness and 
justice must ultimately prevail. It was the expression of Jewish optimism. 
But it was the duty of every Jew to try to help forward the realisation of 
his people’s hopes by leading a good and just life. Let him not think that 
because, in the end, good would prevail over evil,:the future could be left 
to take care of itself. 

The prayers were read with effective simplicity by Mr. Philip Hartog, 
and the singing of the choir gave eminent satisfaction, the sei 
anthem being finely rendered by Mr. Kahn, 


Jews’ Deaf and Dumb Home. 


The annual meeting of the Jews’ Deaf and Dumb Home has heen fixed 
for Sunday afternoon, the 29th inst., at the Institution, 61, Nightingale Lane, 
Wandsworth Common. In addition to the ordinary business an exhibition of 
the various branches of the school work and a demonstration of the method 
of instruction will be given. 

The Thirty-third Annual Report states: 

The feature of the history of the home in 1903 is the increase in the number of 
applications for admission, especially of boys. The committee attribute this to the 
fact of the home having become more widely known, and to the reports of the 
admirable instruction and attention given to the children. Owing to this increase 
in the number of applicants, it has become imperative to onlarge the building. Plans 
have been prepared for the erection of a new boys’ dormitory, which will contain 25 
extra beds. It has also become necessary to extend the girls’ dormitory, which is 
now full. The demand made by the Education Department for additional school 
space has.also to be complied, with, by the erection of a new class room. The cost 
of these improvements will amount to about £2,000, which sum the Committee 
trust generous friends will contribute during the present year. At the close of 
1903, there were 46 children on the register, 29 boys and 17 girls. The five children 
who left have been apprenticed to various ‘trades, and are giving satisfaction to 
their employers. Letters are continually being reeeived from old pupils, expressing 
gratitude for the education they have received, and stating how well they have got on, 
in spite of their terrible handicap. One boy has sent a small donation to the Home 
as a practical token of his gratitude. It is satisfactory evidence of their intelligence 
that a Club has been started by the old boys and girls of the Home, and is being well 
supported by them. There was no serious case of illness during the year, the health 


of the children having been uniformly good. Among the visitors was Mr. C. H.~ 


Wilkinson, Commissioner of the South Australian Government, who spent three days 
inspecting the school. He left gratifying report of his visit. 
Fire escapes have been affixed in the boys’ girls’ dormitories. 


The candidate who is being trained as a teacher, through the studentship offered by - 


the President and Mr. Landau, continues his studies and is making satisfactory 


progress. The thanks of the Comittee are accorded. to the Ladies’ Com- 


mittee, the Head Master, Matton and the Teaching Staff, for their steady devotion 
to the work devolving upon them. Owing to the death of several generous subscribers, 
the: Institution has suffered serious pecuniary loss. TheCommitteeearnestly hope that 
this loss will be made up by new annual contributors, so that the Institution may 
continue to maintain the high standard for which it has always been conspicuous. — 


The Surveyors’ Institution.—Mr. Maurice Tobias, of Trafalgar 
House, Charing Cross, has passed the recent Associateship Examination 
qualifying as Building Surveyor.

The third annual report of the Jewish Industrial School for Boys at 
Hayes has just been issued. The following is an abstract :-- 


On December 1903, there were 55 ‘on the register. Bighteen 
boys were — discharged on licence during the year,

The School has no funds, a 
for apprenticing lads or for emigration purposes, and the Managers are particularly 
vrateful to the Visitation Committee of the United Synagogue and the Jewish Board 
of Guardians for their generous co-operation and support. ‘The work of the Indus- 
trial Departments has made good progress, but. owimg. to last yom © exceptional 
weather, as well as to lack of funds, the result of the labour on the soil was not as 
satisfactory as the Managers would have desired.. Still, in addition to the work being 
of educational value for the boys, sufficient vegetables were grown to supply the 
[ristitution, eaving small margin for disposal. The Managers have 
decided to purchase agricultural implements, a horse and cart, and to erect stables 
and  out-buildings. An outlay of about £500 will be necessary, and it 
ix hoped that the COMMUnLITY will supply the funds. The and 
donations amounted. to £560. A sum of at least £000 per annum is nee led for the 
proper carrying on and development of the scholastic and industrial work, in addition 
to the amounts received from the public authorities. There is a ‘large overdyaft at 
the bankers which should be liquidated.” The Managers hope that their appeal 
for support will not be made in vain. They urge that. the good name of the com- 
munity has been saved from the repeated public comments and strictures, at times 
somewhat severe though justified, of police magistrates and other public authorities, 
as to the lukewarmness of the community in looking after their delinquents, These 
unpleasant remarks in the public press have wholly disapneared with the foundation 
of the school, which has also acted as a deterrent in the instance of a few unscrupu 
lous parents. The Managers again refer to the deplorable apathy and indifference 
of certain provincial congregations in the instance of boys committed from their 
respective towns. Not a single provincial congregation contributes anything to- 
wards the funds of the school, and difficulty as experienced in) inducing — those 
authorities to dook after hovs on their discharge. The school has been remarkably 
im sports Thanks are accorded to Dr. Sidney Phillips, Hon. Consulting 
Physicians Dri J. Windle, Aeting Medical Officer, to Mr. Leonard Myer, L.D.S., 
Visiting Dentist. and to the Master and Matron, Mr. and Mrs. Ellis, for their inde 
fatigable devotion to their duttes. Several reports are appended. Mr. James G. 
Legge, HOM. Inspector. concludes his summary of the work of the school as follows:

Jewish Chautauqua Society. 


The gatherings of the Jewish Chautauqua Society, for whieh a eordial 
invitation has been issued to prominent English and American Jews and 
Jewesses, will be held as usual this year at Atlantic City, New Jersey, and 
will last from the 10th until the 3ist of July inclusive. The summer sehool 
for advanced studies is meeting with favour and the students are sending in 
their enrolments in advance. Dr, S. Seheehter, President of the Jewish 
Theological Seminary of New York, will lead one of these classes. The Depart- 
ment of Religious Pedagogy will offer superior advantages to superintendents 
and teachers of the religious schools. A course of lectures by Dr. G. Stanley 
Hall, President of Clark University, Worcester, will be an important feature. 
By resolution of the Committee, the Chancellor, Dr. Berkowitz. was. asked to 
include in this year’s programme one or more lectures on “ The History of 
Jewish Education,” to be delivered by him. The work of the Committee on 
religious schools will this year consist of a thorough discussion of the 


curriculum on the basis of that submitted last year by Rabbi Simon, of 
Washington. 


A Jewish Settlement in Brazil. 


Herr Feinberg, the representative of the Russian Central Committee 
of the Jewish Colonisation Association, has published interesting particu- 
lars respecting the first Jewish colony established by the Association in 
Brazil. Each colonist receives 25 hectares (about 62 acres) of land, a cow, 
two horses and oxen, and a house, 8 metres long and 4 metres wide. The 
colonists themselves have to erect their sheds and stables, but the wood is 
provided for them from the neighbouring forest. The soil has been pre- 
pared for cultivation by non-Jewish labourers at the cost of the Association, 
but in future settlements the colonists will be expected to clear the ground. 
The Colonisation Association contemplates the formation of a large Jewish 
centre in Brazil, which will serve as a home for a considerable number 
of Jewish immigrants, including those who are unable to practise agri- 
culture. The realisation of this plan is, however, 
Association has, for the time being, enough work in hand with the extension 
of its colonisation programme in the Argentine, where 200 families are 
settled annually. |

the Lord Mayor stated that since its foundation the Institution had relieved 
083,200 cases of all ages...Mr. John Whittington, the Secretary, read a 
list of donations amounting to £910, ineluding 50 guineas from Messrs. 
Rothschild and 20 guineas from the St. James's Philanthropie Society. In 
responding to the toast of “The Surgeons of the Institution,” Mr. John 
Langton, the senior surgeon, observed that asa result of the free immigration 
of aliens to this country, the Society, which was entirely non-sectarian, was 
called upon to assist a large number of “poor Hebrews.” The Institution, 
therefore, has a strong claim on our community. Owing to the great demands 
made upon its resources, the Society has been compelled to borrow a large 
sum from its bankers, and an urgent appeal is made for subscriptions and 
donations to wipe off the debt and to enable the Society to continue

Juvenile Delinquents. 


[FROM A CORRESPONDENT. | 


The Report of the Hayes Industrial School 
the year 1903 has just been issued, and affords ample material for 
reflection. Only a few years ago the ears of the community were 
tingled by repeated and unfavourable comments of Police Magistrates 
and other public funetionaries as to the alleged indifference of the 
community to the welfare of their juvenile delinquents. Circumstances alter 
cases, and in place of the severe strictures passed upon us a few years ago, 
may be quoted the recent remarks of Mr. Lane, the learned Magistrate ol 
the West London Police Court. Referring to the Hayes Industrial School, 
he said: 

I have seen it, and a finer, healthier place for children one could not wish for. No 
people take more care of their poor than do the Jews--at least in London, That is my 
experience, and | have had some experieuce of their institutions, . 

Although this statement conveys only the bare truth, how grateful we 
ought to be for the remarks when we reflect that the fierce light of criticism 
is being daily flashed upon our community and its doings ! 

The factious opposition which was raised by certain members’ of the 
community to the foundation of the Hayes Industrial School is doubtless 
fresh in the minds of many, and need not be referred to at length. Suffice 
it to say that none of the evils which were predicted have come to Pass ; 
on the contrary, the result has more than justified the persistent exertions 
of the promoters of the School. It was felt by those who were cognisant of 
the facts that the absence of a controlling power, such as an Industrial 
School presents, was mainly responsible for the manufacture of juvenile-adult 
criminals. The way to nip in the bad the pernicious habits of uncontrolled 
youth is to teach him -how to work. “tL have never been taught to work, 


for Jewish boys for 


Sir,’ was the reply of the lad who was being admonished for begging. The 


trath of this pathetic statement is frequentiy brought home to all who have 
to do with juvenile delinquency. Nor should it be forgotten that an 
Industrial School is a preventive institution, that many lads by precept and 
example are prevented from entering upona career of crime, and that, in 
many instances, they are paying the penalty of the sins of their fathers. _ 

In addition to ordinary Industrial Schools, there are other preventive 
institutions known as “ Day Industrial Schools” and “ Traant Schools.” 
Reformatory Schools are of a different character, and children committed to 
these Schools are absolutely of criminai tendencies. 

Owing to .the absence of a religious census it is impossible to make a 
reliable caleulation as to the relative proportion of Jewish and non-Jewish 
juvenile delinquents in England, And here I may interpolate a remark that 
the same difficulty applies with regard to “alien” criminal statistics in. 
general. (‘ Alien”’ does not necessarily imply Jew.") And this conclusion 
is borne out in the Volume of Judicial Statisties, England and Wales, 1902, 
which has recently been published. The present volume is the tenth since 
the form of the tables was revised in 1892, and figures prepared on a uniform 
basis are therefore available for ten years. In the instructive introduc- 
tion, which has been prepared by Sir John Macdonell, C.B., LL.D., Master 
of the Supreme Court, he writes, referring to alien prisoners : 

During 1893, there were 1,982 persons born in foreign countries received into prison 
out of 151,162, i.e, about 13 per cent, of the whole. During 1902, the corresponding 
figures were 3,845 out of 171,088 or about ¥ per cent. Now, in England and Wales, the 
foreigners enumerated in the census for and were 683°) and 7617 per T00,000, 
This would seem to show that the foreign part.of the population produce something like 
twice as muchas their normal share of criminals. This ould, howerer, be a somewhat unfair 
comparis nn, The majority of the foreigners who settle here are males. They come here, 
too, when they are adults, or at all events at arage when they are capable of committing 
crime, A somewhat futrer comp terion might hetweea atu t and foregu population, 

The italies are mine. But the quotation proves how dillicalt it is to 
arrive at any fair conclusion in the matter of alien criminal statistics 
generally, and this difliculty is increased when dealing with figures of 
Jewish crime or delinquency, 

To return, however, to the subject of the article.. The general statistics 
of children in Reformatory and ‘Industrial Schools for 1903 are not yet 
published, but the figures for 1902 are available. The subjoined table 
gives particulars of children under detention on the 3ist December, 1902, in 
England in the schools mentioned, with the number of Jewish cases on the 
3ist December, 1902 and 1903 respectively :

Sir,—Adverting to your letter of the 22nd ultimo, I am to say that it would be 
contrary to the practice of the Charity Commissioners to express an opinion upon 
a general question. such as that to which your letter relates.. They ould only deal 
with it in reference to a particular charity subject to their jurisdiction, on the 
initiative of the Trustees and after publication of the proposal and consideration of 
the objections and suggestions which publication might elicit. 

If, for instance, it were decided to change the system of voting which at present 
obtains in the case of the above mentioned charity, which is governed by a scheme 
of the Charity Commissioners of the 7th July, 1876, it would be necessary, in’ the 
first place, that an application for an amending scheme should be made to the 
Commissioners signed by a majority of the governing body, or by some person 
duly authorised in that behalf by a resolution passed at a duly constituted meeting 
of their body by a majority of those present, and voting on the question. The 
application should be accompanied by a statement of the grounds on’ which the 
application was made, 

If the Commiusstoners considered that prima fucie the statement showed the 
change to be beneficial, they would publish a draft scheme giving effect to the 
proposal, and, if in the result of publication they saw no reason to alter their view, 
the scheme would be established in due course.

THE SOUTH-EAST LONDON SYNAGOGUE, | 

Sir, An appeal of the South-East London Synagogue recently appeared 
in your columns, and I should like to supplement it by a few facts showing 
the pressing need of a place of worship and classrooms, in the very large 
district of which New Cross and Deptford is the centre. The iron building 
used as a synagogue for many years having become quite beyond repair was 
condemned, and the services have been held for nearly two years in a room 
which is crowded every Sabbath to such an extent as to be deleterious to 
the health of the worshippers. The rent, rates, ete., of the house used as a 
temporary synagogue, ete., together with the rental of the hall used on the 
festivals, amounted last year to £111, which is a heavy burden on the congre- 
gation. The Chief Rabbi has expressed his sympathy and has given us his 
permission to say that he is very strongly in favour of this appeal. 

Upwards of 100 children attend the Hebrew Classes who would otherwise 
be without any religious teaching whatever. Several Jewish families have 
recently migrated from the congested East End, and a Kosher butcher's shop 
has been opened; and when a suitable shool is erected, it will doubtless help 
towards relieving the shocking overcrowding in East London. It_ has 
already been stated that the total estimated cost of buildings, ete., is £5,000, 
of which £3,500 has been subscribed and borrowed, and unless the balance 
of £1,500 is speedily collected there is a great danger that the site, which is 


an admirable one, will be lost, and that the members may lose the patience 


and forbearance which they have shown for so many years. The congrega- 
tion may thus come to'an end, which would be a matter for regret, as there 
is every prospect of its becoming prosperous,

MR. ZANGWILL AND THE NELNSAGERS,” 

Sir,—Mr. Zangwill’s speeches always make interesting reading. The 
exquisite literary form in which his utterances are couched.is a continual 
delight; but I venture to think that many of his Zionistic pronouncements, 
when removed from their artistic setting, hardly appear to be the outcome 
of that calm and deliberate study of contemporary history, without which 
any consideration of the possibilities of the Zionist movement must be 
futile. | refer inore particularly to the history of the circumstances, and 
ways and means whereby the various peoples of modern times have regained 


national and political independence, which for long periods had been in 


varying states of abeyance. 

I believe [ am correct in stating that in every case, without exception, 
the peoples striving for separate national existence had had uninterrupted 
tenure of their fatherlands, or, at any rate, had long populated them. 
The fact that the Jews have for centuries been, and still are, divorced from 
their country makes the possibility of their regaining it under present 
conditions supremely improbable. 

_ The first essential towards a national rehabilitation for Israel in Pales- 
tine, is that the Jewish people should form the overwhelming majority of 
the inhabitants of that country. Therefore, the immediate aim of Zionists, 
by legal methods, if possible, or otherwise, if necessary, should be the 
settlement of large numbers of Jews in agricultural pursuits in Palestine. 
Once the people are firmly rooted in the soil of Zion, the timé to clamour 
for political rights will come. Before that epoch arrives, however, all 
agitation for the national renascence of Jewry in Judea is both stupid and 
mischievous—stupid, because the agitation concerns itself with the crea- 
tion of a political independence in a country denuded of a population, and 
the national renascence of a people having no population in the country 
they would cal] their fatherland; and mischievous, because it obviously 
must set the Palestinian powers that be on their guard against having their 
country filched from them by a people they must regard as an alien race. 

Mr. Zangwill’s inspiring sentences about the refusal of Zionists to 
enter Palestine, except heralded by a fanfare of clarions, is, no doubt, fine 

platform oratory, but it is not practical or even sensible. Nor is it wise to

rely upon a political cataclysm in the dim and distant future to cast 
Palestine in the Zionists’ lap. If such a cataclysm will come one day, 
and finds a strong race of Jews settled peacefully on the soil of Zion, 
capable and anxious to take up the Oe ae jos of self-government, 
then, assuming a multitude of favourable circumstances, mayhap_ their 
political aspirations might reach a consummation; but to suppose that so 
valuable a territory as Palestine will ever go a-begging for Jews to inhabit 
it is, I venture to opine, the height of inanity.

Sir,—The Shekel Day meeting held under the auspices of the English 
Zionist Federation at the Great Assembly Hall on Tuesday week was nothing 
else but a demonstration of the inability of the English Zionist Federation to 
grasp the real position of Zionism on the one hand, and a disheartening 
display of unfairness and lack of tact on the other. If Zionism—as we all 
believe —is to be regarded as a national democratic movement, if the 
Federation, as a part of the whole, is to be the representative body of all the 
Zionist Societies in the United Kingdom, I ask them, “ What moral and 
constitutional right had the Federation to allow Mr. Zangwill to deliver an 
address on East Africa with sneers at and kicks for those who are so 
unfortunate as to differ in opinion from Messrs. Zangwill, Greenberg and Co. ?” 
{ ask the Federation : “Is Zionism a national movement or is it only a 
monopoly enjoyed by a few privileged persons?” The procedure of the 
last meeting points to the latter. As a Zionist, I protest against such 
proceedings. 


As to Mr. Zangwill, I shall not exaggerate in saying that his appearance 


on the Zionist platform was always welcomed by all Zionists on account of his 
unparalleled ability to penetrate the very heart of passing events, his original 
lucid way of saying things that others would not say ; and, finally, his 
exceptional vigilance. It is regrettable, however, to note that his last 
speech is full of errors. It is not necessary to possess Mr. Zangwill's ability 
to point them out.. The first error is his autocratic manner of treating his 
colleagues. Is it honest, nay, practical, to attack Mr. Ussischkin and all the 
other neinsagers because they remained loyal to the “ Basle Programme ” ? 
“ Basle Programme, Basle Programme,’ exclaimed Mr. Zangwill, most 
sensationally, rousing the applause of the masses. My answeris: “ Yes, 
Basle Programme.” Mr. Zangwill has a perfect right to substitute for the 
Basle Programme his own nebulous five-staged programme. But to ridicule 
the neinsayers for their adherence to the clear, simple “ Basle Programme,” or 
for their refusal to recognise the Kast African Question as a purely Zionist 
enterprise, is surely: an act unworthy of Mr. Zangwill. It is very easy for 
Mr. Zangwill to come among his foreign brethren twice a year, with ready- 
made labels for his colleagues ; evidently such a policy is yielding fruit. 

Dr. Gaster is already a traitor. Ussischkin and all the other neinsugers 
“rebel chiefs.” Why? Because they have the courage to think for thein- 
selves ; because they are strong enough to say to our illustrious leader that, 
if he «does not believe in the possibility of the realisation of the Basle 
Programme, he has no right to occupy his present position. Yes! It isa 
question of principle. East Africa is an accident, but we, the neinsagers, 
agree with the Talmud that it is better to possess movable property in 
Palestine than immovable property in any other country. The ‘ Basle 
’ is the direct outcome of this sentiment. Neither sneers nor 
threats will move us. Zionism is not a philanthropic movement. We keenly 
feel the sufferings of our unfortunate brethren. Weare always the first to 
help them. Nevertheless, we shall not sell our ideal for a piece of bread. Kast 
Africanism is not Zionism, simply because Zionism means neither East Africa, 
nor any other place, but Zion. As to the advisability of charging the British 
Government with anti-Semitism on the Zionist platform, especially that 
Giovernment which only yesterday magnanimously offered Kast Africa, | leave 
it to the judgment of those who are the sole proprietors of political wisdom.

Cardinal Newman of Jewish Descent.--According to the latest 
biographer of John Henry Newman, Mr. William Barry, the Newmans were of 
Jewish descent. John Newman, father of the Cardinal, was chief clerk and 
afterwards partner in a banking firm, a Freemason of high standing, an 
admirer of Franklin and an enthusiastic reader of Shakespeare. He quotes 
from T. Mozley that this elder Newman was of a family of small landed 
proprietors in Cambridge, and had an hereditary taste for music, of which he 
had a practical and scientific knowledge, together with much general 
culture. Mr, Barry adds “These particulars . . . will prepare us for 
the fact that in an earlier generation the family had spelt its signature 
‘Newmann, that it was understood to be of Dutch origin; and that its 
real descent was Hebrew. The talent for music, calculation and business, 
the untiring energy, legal acumen, and dislike of speculative metaphysics, 
which were conspicuous in John Henry, bear out this interesting genealogy. A 
large part of his character and writings will become intelligible if we keep 
itin mind. That his features had a strong Jewish cast is evident from his 
portraits, and was especially to be noted in old age. It may be conjectured 
that the immigration of these Dutch Jews to England fell within a period not 
very distant from the death of Spinoza in 1675. But there is not the slightest 
trace in Newman of acquaintance with modern Hebrew literature or

The 16th annual general meeting of the Witwatersrand Old Hebrew 
Congregation was held on the ord April. Mr. Max Langermann, the 
President, who was in the chair, moved the adoption of the report and 
balance-sheet. The revenue was £6,055, including £776 from special 
donations, and the expenditure amounted to £5,560 13s. 7d., thus leaving a 
deficit of about £550. The Chairman referred to the depressed times, which 
had seriously affected the income of the congregation, and he stated that, 
in order to balance revenue and expenditure during the coming year, the 
Board would recommend an increase in the price of seats. With reference 
to the new synagogue it was stated that the Government had not granted a 
suitable piece of ground for a new edifice, and that owing to the general 
depression not much progress had been made towards the accomplishment 
of this scheme. Mention is made of the religious services, which through- 
out the year had been well attended, of the Choir, Hebrew Classes, and 
Talmud Torah School, all of which had given satisfaction. The various 
Jewish philanthropic institutions were referred to in al flattering maniier, 
particularly the Jewish Ladies’ Communal League. This Chevra defrays 
the expenses in connection with the Hebrew Classes, it attends to the 
Suecah and to the decoration of the synagogue on various high festivals, 
and it also keeps the holy vestments in a state of good repair. The 
principal work, however, effected by the League is the carrying on and 
Peatrollinie of the Jewish Orphanage, which institution owes its inception 
to the Chevra. The new congregations, which were lately formed, namely, 
the Bloemfontein Hebrew Congregation, Hebrew ‘Talmudical Congrega- 
tion, Johannesburg, the Krugersdorp,  Jeppestown, | Germiston, 
Georgetown, Vryheid and Paarl Congregations, are mentioned, as having 
been assisted by the President Street Synagogue. New members, to the 
number of 44, have been elected, and 32 have been struck off the roll through 
resignation and other reasons. The report also mentions that Messrs. Max 
Langermann and Carl Hanau have been elected hon. memiers for life. 
Several items of a domestic nature, such as donations, Board of Deputies, 
the Bloemfontein flood, having been disposed of, the report refers in sym- 
pathetic terms to the Kishineff outrages. The work of the various officials 
is praised, particularly that of Dr, Hertz, “who continues 
to enjoy the esteem of entire community,” and to 
whom the Board had granted an increase of salary of £250 per annum, 
subject to confirmation. In conclusion, the resignation of Mr. H. Simpson 
as Vice-President; on account of his departure for Europe, is deeply 
regretted. Mr. 8. Goldreich, in seconding the motion for the adoption of 
the report, severely criticised the members of the Committee for lack 
of enthusiasm, and want of the true spirit oof Judaisin, shorteémings 
which were mainly responsible for the defects that existed in the synagogue 
and its administration. Mr. Goldreich’s remarks were warmly resented 
by a number of subsequent speakers. After a long discussion the adoption 
of the report was agreed to. The Chairman then submitted the balance- 
sheet, which stated that the congregation have a bond on their property for 
“7.500, and an overdraft at the bank amounting to ¢1.570. The total 
liabilities are about £9,300, against which the assets are put down as 
£10,400. The assets are in reality, however, much more considerable, as 
/the property on which the synagogue is built is a very valuable one, and 
even at the present low standard fully worth €25.000, though the balance- 
sheet allows for synagogue and stands only £7,400. The financial state- 
ment was also adopted. 7 

The Rev. Dr. Hertz, in submitting his. report, expressed 
himself satisfied with the progress of the congregation, Which he stated was 
now the largest in South Africa. Dr. Hertz thought that members of the 
Committee should make an effort to attend services inore frequently. Dr. 
Hertz’s report dealt with his congregational and extra-congregational work, 
and his initiation of, or participation in, larger communal and general 
movements. Further reports, containing records of ‘their respective depart- 
ments, were submitted by the Cantor (Rev. W. Woolf) and the Choirmaster, 
(Mr. B. Jaretzky). The appointments of the Rey. W. Woolf, Mr. E. M. 
Davis-Marks (Secretary), and the Beadle were confirmed. It was 
arranged that the question of increasing the charges for seats and several 
other matters should be brought up for discussion at a special general

YOUSSOUF EFFENDI KRIEGER. 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.| 
CONSTANTINOPLE, MAY 


| peEPLy regret to announce the death of one of the most distinguished 
3 Jews in the Ottoman 


| \ lency Youssouf Ef- 


fendi Krieger, which 
took place on the Ist 
inst., after a short ill- 
ness, at the age of 
sixty-six. His death 
has caused a painful 
lmpression among all 
classes of society, for 
everywhere he enjoyed 
the highest esteem and 
consideration . 


A native of Hungary, 
Youssouf Effendi Krie- 
ger left his native 
country for Turkey at 
the time of the Crim- 
ean War. He studied 
in the Higher ‘State 
Schools and learned 
Turkish, Arabic, and 
other oriental lan- 
guages. Thanks to his 
remarkable intelli- 
gence, he succeeded in 
entering the service of 
the Imperial Govern- 
ment. For short 
he remained 
Smyrna, and later on 
Was appointed Secre- 
tary-Interpreter to the 
Governor of Jerusa- 
lem, where he greatly 
distinguished himselt, 
and acquired a high 
degree of authority. 
Thoroughly aequain- 
ted with German, Eng- 
| lish, ‘Itahan,  Hun- 
yarian, Turkish, Arabic, and Persian, and being of fine appearance and 
of anable disposition, he was always entrusted with the official reception

of the illustrious persons who visited the Holy Land, among them the late 


Shah of Persia and the late Crown Prince Rudolph of Austria. He retained 
his post for: twenty consecutive years, during Which period 
‘he received decorations from the Imperial Government 
many foreign countries. Thoroughly loyal to Judaism, he greatly inter- 
ested himself in his co-religionists, and took a very active part in communal 
affairs; and as a good Hebraist he promoted the study of Hebrew literature. 
[mn 1882, as the result of an intrigue, Youssouf Effendi Krieger was 
recalled to Constantinople. At that time the Protestant missionaries were 
carrying on a very active campaign for the conversion of the Jews, and 
Youssouf Effendi 
Krieger, who was then at the zenith of his power, exerted all his influence 
to check the propaganda. He was, therefore, regarded by the missionaries 
as a redoubtable enemy. In 1882 Mr. Wallace, the United States Minister 
in Turkey, visited Jerusalem. By order of the Sultan our co-religionist was 


instructed to receive the Minister, and was attached to him during his stay — 


in Palestine. The missionaries and some Christian notables took advan- 
tage of this visit to influence Mr. Wallace against Youssouf Effendi 
Krieger, and under the pretext that he had neglected some of the regula- 
tions of the Protocol His Excellency asked the Sultan to dismiss him. 
Youssouf Effendi was immediately relieved of his post. 

Some months later, Elias Bey (now Vice-Admiral Elias Pasha Cohen), 
who was then persona grata with the Sultan, intervened with His Majesty 
on Youssouf Effendi Krieger’s behalf. At the Ministry of Foreign Affairs, 
where he had numerous .sympathisers, the victim of the conversionists also 
found valuable support. Another coreligionist, Daoud Effendi Molho, First 
Dragoman to the Sublime Porte, also interested himself in his behalf. 
Youssouf Effendi was, in the same _ year, appointed Director 
of Political Affairs of the Government of Salonica, a higher post than that 
he occupied in Jerusalem, and this office he held for ten years. At the 
end of this period he was transferred to the same functions in the Govern- 
ment of the Archipelago, of which Rhodes is the capital. In 1900 he 
returned to Constantinople, and was appointed member of the Council of 
Inspection at the Ministry of Public Taptraction. and delegate of this 
department at the Ministry of Posts and Telegraphs. He was still in office 
at the time of his death. He thus served his adopted country for forty 
years, and there is a unanimous opinion that during the whole of the 
time he gave proofs of exemplary probity in the exercise of his functions. 

He received from the Imperial Government the Gold Medal of the 
Iftihar Order, the Third Class of the Imperial order of the Medjidie, the 
Crimean Medal, and the grade of “ Oula” of the First Class, which con- 
ferred on him the title of Excellency. The foreign decorations which he 
possessed were very numerous. I can only mention some of them:—Grand 
Officer of the Crown of Italy, the Order of Isabella the Catholic, the Order 
of Leopold of Belgium, and the Order of the Lion and Sun of Persia; 
Commander of the Saviour of Greece, of the Order of St. Stanislas IT., of the 
Order of Dom Pedro and of the Crown of Roumania; Officer of the Legion 
of Honour, Knight of the Order of Dom Carlos III., of Portugal, and of the 
Jrown Of Prussia; the English Crimean Medal, and the Medal of the Italian 
War of 1859. 

The funeral took place on the 2nd inst. in the presence of a large and 
distinguished gathering. Many wreaths were sent by friends: The Chief 
Rabbi of Turkey, the Jewish and non-Jewish communities and the Minister 
of Public Instruction were represented. Two persons carried on_ silk 
cushions the decorations and medals, thirty in all, of the deceased. 

The Sultan was deeply moved on bearing of Youssouf Effendi Krieger's 
death, and in order to testify his sympathy with the family, and the esteem 
in which he held this old servant of the State, His Majesty has been pleased 
to issue an Iradé appointing the son to the offices held by his late 
father. The tidings were conveyed to the family by an official of the palace. 
The new functionary immediately proceeded to the Ministry of Public 
Instruction to take the oath of allegiance, and to request that the expres-

| Mrs. DAVID DAVIS. 

Mrs. Charlotte Davis, of whom an obituary notice has already appeared, 
wife of Mr. David Davis, of Blackheath, who fortunately survives her, had 
interesting memories of the old West End of London in the early part of the 
19th century. She was born in 1821, one of the daughters of the late Abraham 
Richard Jacobs, a respected member of the Western Synagogue, who often 
sat as a Commissioner of the Court of Requests in St. Martin’s Lane. 
The County Court is now held on the same site and fulfils the like 
functions. Mr. Jacobs's decisions at the Court of Requests gave un- 
qualified satisfaction te. his neighbours. He would ask the defendant, 
“Have you had the goods?” “Have you paid?” And if the expected 
admissions were made in answer to these questions he would laconically add : 
“Then pay.” In the Jewish community he was known as perhaps the 
principal founder of the Westminster Jews’ Free School, commonly called the 
West End Talmud Torah. It is recorded in Mr. Matthias Levy's History of 
the Western Synagogue that when in 1811 a meeting of the synagogue was 
held to consider the excommunication fulminated against the Reform 
Congregation he arose and exclaimed that if the Cherem were read he would 
leave the synagogue. This declaration (Mr. Levy adds) had a_ great 
effect on those present, and was an element in determining this congre- 
gation to refuse to allow the excommunication to be read and to decline 
to recognise it. Mrs. Davis, in her youth, heard Tamburini, .Lablache 
and Rubini, with many other theatrical celebrities, and learnt 
to repeat by heart long passages out of Byron and Shakespeare which her 
retentive memory preserved to the end of her days. She remembered taking 
tea at Mrs. Keeley’s house at the age of seven. Mrs. Keeley, the celebrated 
actress, mother-in-law of Montagu Williams, the police magistrate, came from 
Ipswich, as did Mrs. Leah Jacobs (nee Samuel), the mother of the late Mrs. 
On February 16th, 1892, Mr. and Mrs. David Davis were preserved to 
see, without, however, allowing any formal celebration, their Golden Wedding, 
and in 1902 their Diamond Wedding. 


The Late Mr. Morris Abrahams.--The London ‘busmen have lost 
a warm friend in the death, which took place last Saturday, at Brighton, after 
a few hours’ illness, of Mr. Morris Abrahams, late of Oxford Road, Kilburn. 
Mr. Abrahams was a member of the well-known firm of diamond merehants of 
that name in Hatton Garden. His many ‘bus rides in London led him to take 
an interest in the drivers and conductors, with the result that he helped to 
establish the Omnibus Men's Superannuation Fund, of whieh he became 
President, an office he still held at the time of his death. In this work Mr. 
Abrahams had the valuable co-operation of Mr. Leopold de Rothschild. The 
‘busmen showed their appreciation of Mr. Abrabams’s efforts on their behalf 
by presenting him with a beautiful silver model of an omnibus, with horses, 
driver and conductor complete. This was exhibited at Earls’ Court some 
three vears ago. In token of their sorrow at his death the ‘busmen sent a 
floral tribute in the shape of a broken wheel, and the drivers fastened strips 
of crepe to their whips on Monday, the day on which the interment took 
place at the Willesden Cemetery. Mr. Abrahams was a member of the St. 
John's Wood Synagogue.

Alien Immigration. 

APRIL RETURNS. 
The immigration returns for last month show that the diminution in 
the inflow which characterised the first quarter of the present vear, still 
‘continues. The number of aliens not described as en route to other countries, 
who reached this country in April, 1904, was 5,930, as compared with 6,274 
in April last year—a diminution of 344.) The number of sailors included in 
these totals—and .whom it is necessary to deduct—was, respectively, 1.210 
and 1,381. The aliens arriving here in April, 1904, and deseribed as “en 
route” numbered 9,610, as against [8,166 In April, 1903—a reduction of 
nearly 50 per cent. Adding the two categories we find that the total of aliens 
arriving Was 15,545 in April, this year, as compared with 24,445 in April, 
1903—a diminution of 8,900. For the four months of the present year the 
total of immigrants not stated to be“ en route” Is 21,701, as compared with 
23,730 in January-April, 1903—-a diminution of 2,029. The number of those 
who were stated to be “en route” were, respectively, 28,271 and 44,556, a 
diminution of 16,285. Taking the two categories of immigrants together, 
the total for January-April, 1904, was 49,972, and for the same period last 
year, 68,286, a reduction in the inflow of 18,514. The remarkable falling off 
in the transmigrants is a matter for the serious consideration of shipping 

companies as well as the anti-aliens.

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UNITED SYNAGOGUE. | 


“ELECTION SUNDAY.” 


Sunday last was “ Election Sunday” in the United Synagogue, when th 
annual elections of Wardens and members of the local Boards of Manage- 
ment and the triennial elections of representatives to the Board of Deputies 
were held. The apathy which was noticeable last year gave way in several 
synagogues to renewed interest in congregational affairs, though the person- 
ality of candidates for office was, to some extent, responsible for the altered 
state of affairs. Inthe Great Synagogue, where last vear the highest number 
of votes recorded for a candidate was only 25, there were 76 voters. 
At Hampstead, where Mr. L. J. Greenberg waged a spirited but unsuccessful 
contest against the oflicial candidates for Wardenship, nearly 200 votes were 
recorded. The ordinary proceedings of an election were varied by a some- 
what exeiting incident, provoked by the arrangement under which the Rey. 
W. Stoloff holds his office as Reader and Secretary for one year only, subject 
to renewal. At the St. Jolin's Wood Synagogue a note of sadness was struck 
by the withdrawal from the Board of Management of Mr. Hyman A. Abrahams, 
who had held office either in this capacity or as Warden ever since the 
establishment of the synagogue, of which he was a founder, in 1876. Other 


retirements after long service are those of Mr. E. Moss, who withdraws from 


the Wardenship of the Central Synagogue, and of Mr. S. Moses from a similar 
position at the Hampstead Synagogue. The meeting at the Borough 
Synagogue was noteworthy inasmuch as it was attended for the last time 
by the Rev. Francis L. Cohen (Minister-elect of the Sydney Hebrew 
Congregation) in his capacity of Secretary. At the New West End Synagogue 
the usual difficulty was experienced of obtaining a quorum for the formal 
annual meeting.

The CHAIRMAN said that as the result of the promise made at the 
Board of Management had issued to the 
members a report of the year’s work. Having regard to the difficulties 
with which they had to contend, especially in respect to unpaid accounts, 
the accounts were fairly favourable. The investments had inereased, and 
now amounted to nearly £2,200. The number of seatholders had decreased, 
partly by death. They specially had reason to lament the death of Mr. 
Alfred L. Cohen, who, although he took no part in the management of the 
synagogue, was always heart and soul with it, and the pulpit and beautiful 
curtain he had presented would always identify his name and 
that of his family with that old building. He (the Chairman) 
was glad to state that Mr. George A. Cohen had consented to 
take over his father’s seat, With respect to the ministers’ residences 
they had not met with the liberality from the Council which they 
deserved. (“Shame.”) But for its generosity for the good of the community 
at large, the Great Synagogue would now have been independent of the 
Council, and as far as he was concerned—and he hoped they would back him 
up—not another penny would be expended from the synagogue funds except 
for its own needs. (Hear, hear.) He would appeal to the seatholders to do. 
their best to improve the finances by introducing new members. The services 
for children were an immense success.. Only the previous day several 
visitors had assured him that they had not enjoyed a sérviece for a 
long) time as much as they had that day. They were struck 
by the admirable behaviour of the children, particularly as 
they were not under the charge of their teachers, and by the beautiful singing 
of the choir, which they considered as being second to none in the Metropolis. 
The Sabbath Afternoon Services had again been tried but had proved a 
failure. It was true the synagogue presented a remarkable sight when the 
Rev. C. Z. Maeccoby preached, but he questioned whether it was right that 
a crowded congregation could only be secured by the encouragement of 
Yiddish. (Hear, hear.) On behalf of the members he desired to thank the 
There had been complaints that the Sabbath 
Morning Service lasted too long. Its duration could only be reduced by 
limiting the choral portions which no one desired, or by having less reading. 
The latter desideratam could be achieved in the Musaph by the non- 
repetition of the Amidah. (Some cries of “ No, No.”) He had been struck by 
the correspondence in the Jewish press in opposition to long tenure of office 
in the synagogue. He would be glad to see new blood introduced, but, 
unfortunately, he could not induce the young men whom he saw before him 
to take office. Since Mr, |. M. Marks (the Financial Representative) and he 
took office twenty-five years ago, they had met with no opposition (cheers), 
but they were quite prepared to give way to others. (No, No.) Mr. Rosen- 
feld concluded by returning thanks for his re-election.

Mr. A. M. WARTSKI, in returning thanks for his re-election, asked why 
the poverty of the synagogue had been paraded by the inclusion in the 
annual report of the comments made by the Treasurers of the United Syna- 
gogue in their report to the Council. 

Mr. MARK Moses explained that a suggestion had been made by an 
influential member of the Board that overtures should be made to the 
Honorary Officers of the United Synagogue for the removal of the synagogue, 
but the Board had decided against such a step. The Board had included in 
the report the remarks of the Treasurers in order to show the members the 
dangers which stared them in the face. 

Mr. WARTSKI said that he considered the report was calculated to kill 
the little spirit which still remained in the members. If no better stimulus 
could be found than an annual report, he advised the new Board to negotiate 
with the United Synagogue while some strength was still left in the 
synagogue. 

Mr. J. MELLER, in returning thanks for his election, asked whether the 
statement of the Treasurers of the United Synagogue was true that diffi- 
culty was at times experienced in obtaining Minyan on Sabbaths. If the 


statement were true it was a severe indictment of the Board; if untrue it. 


should not have been reproduced in theirown report without a contradiction. 
He urged a canvass in the immediate district for new members, 

Mr. MARK Moses said that the statement of the Treasurers was correct 
only to the extent that there was not always a Minyan present at the pre- 
seribed time for the commencement of the service. But in this respect the 
New Synagogue did not stand alone. 

Mr. C. VAN BLEMA, the Financial Representative, pointed out that the 
synagogue stood in a locality from which there was a tendency among Jews 
to remove.

He was only too anxious to guard the name 
their predecessors had made for the synagogue. It was such a name that no 
other congregation attached to the Uni Synagogue possessed.. 
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an exception in favour of Mr. Isaac Joseph and Mr. Lucas. 
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Mr. S. S. OrrennemM, in thanking for his election as a member of 
the Board of Management, said that he became a candidate for Warden for 
the purpose of keeping the promise he made last year that the official can- 
didates should not have a walk-over without having the trouble of inducing 
their friends to attend and vote. The doings of last year he would not rake 
up, as he was satisfied in having brought about a contest for the office. 
The present Wardens had, during the year, attended the synagogue in a 
hetter manner than some of their predecessors, who, since they had been 
out of oftice, seldom attended the service on Sabbath. He was not alluding 
to those who, many years ago, held office. Mr. Isaac A. Joseph and Mr. 
Henry Lueas attended more often than those more modern ones, whose 
names he would not mention. He would not oppose the present Wardens 
next year if they still remained 1n office, but should they retire he would 
become a candidate. The members of the synagogue voted against him for 
Warden because he was an observant Jew. He would remain so, and not 
alter one atom for all the institutions in the country. : 

Mr. H. M. Hyams said he was grieved to hear some remarks of the 
Chairman respecting the minister of the synagogue—remarks which were 
hardly conceived in the best taste, and which one would not have expected 
to hear from him. The work of the minister ought not to be minimised 
as he had many onerous honorary duties to perform in addition to those 
which were expected from him. He had some criticisms to offer respect- 
ing the management of the classes; there had been some talk about the 


-ministers taking the advanced classes, but on investigation he found that 


they contained only eight pupils. It was an unfortunate state of affairs, 
and, in comparison with the work done, the expenditure on the new 
buildings was certainly very unproductive. 

Mr. GEORGE BeNDON said he was sorry that certain remarks made by 
the Chairman had been misinterpreted. No disrespect had been meant to 
Dr. Gollanez, whom they all recognised as a gentleman well able to fulfil 


his duties, and who occupied a position of which he might be proud. As | 
one who had taken a very active part in the erection of the new elass-. 


rooms, he could say that the new arrangements were being fairly well 
carried out. There were at present about forty pupils, and although much 
larger numbers had been hoped for, unfortunately the children were not to 
be obtained. The non-success was, however, not due to any lack of exertion 
on the part of the hon. officers, but was only owing to the lack of children. 
The whole congregation had been circularised, and they were made 
acquainted with the splendid advantages the, classes offered. They 
hoped that ultimately more children would avail themselves of the excel- 
lent accommodation and teaching.

Pupils aged thirteen or fourteen had been received into the 
classes, who did not know a single Hebrew letter, and who had had 
absolutely no Biblical teaching at all. Tf it had not been for the classes 
they would have grown up without having received any ethical or religious 
instruction of any kind. | 

Mr. B. L: Cowen, M.P., said he had been asked to move a formal vote 
of thanks to the Wardens for their services in the past year. This he 
declined to do, but would ask the meeting to.aceord thein a hearty vote of 
thanks for their past services, and also for their services in the future. He 
would like to add to the well-chosen words in which the Chairman expressed 
his appreciation of the efficient manner in which the Rev. R. Harris dis- 
charged his duties, and he was sure that the whole congregation shared 
that admiration for the work of their Secretary. Mr. Oppenheim, in his 
reproaches. of some former Wardens, had acted very properly in making 
He envied those 
ventlemen in having escaped the ever-critical but ever-good-natured observa- 
tions of Mr. Oppenheim, to whom, on his own behalf, he would plead 
extenuating circumstances. His health did not permit him to be present 
at synagogue as often as he liked. He, however, assured the members 
that his interest in the congregation had. not ceased, and would never, 
cease as long as it was in his power to maintain it. 

Mr. Henry Lucas, in seconding the resolution, said thanks were due 
to the Wardens not only for the services they had rendered by their attend- 
ance at the synagogue, but also for the services they had rendered by their 
attendances at the Council of the United Synagogue; moreover they did all 
they could for the welfare of other synagogues. Some members of the Council 
felt that they had discharged their duty provided they attended to the 
interests of the particular synagogue they represented. It’ was not so, 
however, and they should do all they could for other synagogues. 

Mr. OprpENHEIM, in supporting the vote, said that he did not include

Working Men’s Club. An influential committee had been formed, and 
about £1,000 collected. The movement had not yet reached fruition owing 
to the lack of suitable premises. The charitable collections held in con- 
nection with the synagogue had totalled £236. Their beadle, Mr. P. Vallen- 


tine, entered this year upon his fiftieth year of service, and it was proposed | 


to present him with a testimonial. Mr. Leopold de Rothschild had accepted 
the chairmanship of a committee to make the necessary arrangements, and 
the presentation would take place some day in June. Another important 
event was the retirement of their Senior Warden, Mr. 8S. E. Moss 
after having served the congregation most faithfully and energetically for 
twenty-one years. He had received a letter from the Hon. Secretary of 
the Jewish War Memorial Fund, stating that it was proposed, subject to ap- 
proval, to.erect a tablet commemorating the valour of Jewish soldiers during 
the South African campaign, on the Great Portland Street front of the Cen- 
tral Synagogue.

Cohen, the Minister and Secretary, made the utmost circumspection neces- 
sary if the gratifying indications of progress, in so many directions, were 
to continue. Several gentlemen urged that as the  congrega- 
tion was not at all to be able to. secure a new 
minister of similar ealibre to Mr. Cohen, the experiment of dividing the 
clerical and secretarial work of the synagogue should first be tried for a 
period of some duration long enough to enable the Board to form a definite 
opinion for future arrangements. Other members, however, strongly held 
that the vacancy should be filled up with the least possible delay, as it 
seemed certain to them that the synagogue must suffer if long deprived of 
the personal influence of a modern minister such as it had = enjoyed. 
Eventually the whole subject was referred to the Board of Management, for 
their navetal further consideration, on the grounds that no ineautious and 
hasty step ought to be taken at such a grave juncture in the history of the 
congregation. The Board were also asked to take into consideration the 
question of the constitution of a Committee of Selection. | 

In response to questions raised by Messrs. Bowman, Barnard, Moses, 
Travis, Teller, and others, the CHAIRMAN gave details of the temporary 
arrangements proposed until a final decision should be arrived at.- Mr. 


Bernard Cohen was formally appointed to act as Secretary pro. tem. for ~

Mr. Joun A. ConEeNn, who mentioned that he had been in office as 
Warden when the Rev. F. L. Cohen first became connected with the Borough 
Synagogue, proposed in felicitous and complimentary terms the expres- 
sion of the congregation’s deep regret at the severance of the close 
ties which existed between them and their departing minister, and. of 
their congratulations on the importance of the new post which Mr. Cohen 
had accepted. He mentioned, amid applause, that an opportunity would 
be afforded of voicing these sentiments in circumstances of less formality 
than was necessarily attached to a general meeting. 

Mr. R. J. Mosks seconded the vote as a member of the Board which 
first received Mr. Cohen, and Mr. L. G. BowMAN supported if as a repre- 
sentative of the private members of the congregation.

At Mr. Abrahams's retirement from the office of Warden he was presented 
with an address, but they could not allow him to sever his ofticial con- 
nection with the synagogue without further testifying their great regret. 
He, therefore, moved: | 

That this meeting of the members of the St. John’s Wood Synagogue desire to 

express their sincere regret at the resignation of Mr. Hyman A. Abrahams 
as member of the Board of Management of this svnagogue, which office he 
has held ever since the establishment of the svnagogue. of which he was 
one of the founders, in 1876. They hereby place on record their high 
appreciation of the eminent services rendered by him to the synagogue, and 
earnestly hope that he wall be spared to remain a member of the congrega- 
tion for many years. 

Mr. A. ARNHOLZ said that there was no one in the room who had been 
so long connected with Mr. Abrahams as he, their official relations dating 
hack some thirty years. It was Mr. Abrahams who organised services in the 
district, and when the time was ripe for the erection of a synagogue he was 
the first to take steps to set the movement on foot. He himself collected 
£3,000, the United Synagogue granted £1,000, and with this amount the con- 
gregation had to be satisfied with an iron building. But the congregation 
grew, and after six years they were enabled to build their present syna- 
vogue. Under Mr. Abrahams’s able management the number of members 
increased to such an extent that an enlargement became necessary. For 
many years he had filled the office of Warden, and ever since his resiynation 
he had served on the Board of Management. No one more regretted Mr. 
Abrahams’s resignation than himself. 


Mr. Arnholz here became so overcome with emotion that he broke down, 
and was obliged to resume his seat without finishing his remarks. Sub- 
sequently, Mr. ARNHOLZ suggested that Mr. Abrahams might be invited to 
attend the meetings of the Board. 

Mr. ALEXANDER PYKE, who spoke from an acquaintanceship of between 
fifty and sixty years, and Mr. M. De SAXE, as another founder of the syna- 
gogue, confirmed the remarks of the previous speakers with reference to 
Mr. Abrahams's great services. 

Mr. A. M. WooLr said that he had been associated with Mr. Abrahams 
as an Hon, Officer of the United Synagogue, in which capacity he had shown 
great power and unselfishness, When the United Synagogue was in a diffi- 
culty and stood in need of a Treasurer, Mr. Abrahams, although he had 
resigned that oflice some years previously, again took the post. This fact 
showed the nobility of his character. As the father of the synagogue—Mr. 
Arnholz would perhaps excuse him for giving that title to Mr. Abrahams 
rather than to himself—they all looked up to him for guidance. It was a 
pity that the advice of such a man should be lost to the synagogue, and he 
was of opinion that, whenever a gentleman became so advanced in age as to 
render it necessary for him to retire from the active management of a syna- 
gogue, power should be given by the Council for his election as an Elder SO 
that he might be permanently on the Board. This would bea proper return 
for services rendered and a great benefit to the synagogue, 

Mr. G.S. Marks, as one of the earliest members of the Board of Manage- 
ment, endorsed the eulogies on the valuable work that Mr. Abrahams had 
rendered to the synagogue. 

The motion was then earried unanimously. 

The CHAIRMAN said that the morning appeared to be one of regrets,

The CHAIRMAN,: in moving the adoption of the annual report, said 
the present was the first occasion in the history of the synagogue that there 
had been no contest for any oflice. He could not say whether this was a 
matter for congratulation.or regret. If the small nomination list betokened 
implicit confidence in the present managers of ‘the synagogue all was well, 
but if it was a symptom of apathy and indifference as to the affairs of the con- 
gregation it was deeply to be deplored, and called for the earnest considera- 
tion of all associated with the synagogue. He hoped the former alternative was 
the correct one. There had beena slight decline in the income of the svnaygogue, 
due undoubtedly to trade depression, which could not but be felt by their mem- 
bers who for the most part belonged to the working classes. The accident to the 
Chief Rabbi deprived them of his annual pastoral visit which was always 
looked forward to by the Board as an opportunity for an interchange of views, 
or to ask questions in whieh they knew their ecclesiastical chief took pro- 
found interest. Dr. Adler had addressed a most sympathetie letter to their 
minister, in which he expressed his regret at his enforced absence and 
expressed the hope of paying them an early visit. This letter had been 
included in the annual report to the seatholders, who he hoped would attend 
in large numbers to weleome Dr. Adler when he paid his next oficial visit 
to their synagogue. He hoped also that the regular attendance of members 
at the Sabbath service would show some marked improvement during the vear, 


‘and although the synagogue was always well attended on Sabbaths and 


festivals, it could not be said that the seatholders were as numerous at the 
Sabbath Service as might be desired, They possessed a beautiful synagogue 
and a popular minister, and it was to be hoped that those who were attached 
to the synagogue In the oflicial sense of the term would show their attach- 
ment in that personal Way which was the best encouragement to those who 
laboured for the benefit of the congregation. (Cheers.) 

Mr. S. MYERS seconded the adoption of the report, which was earried. 

Mr. S. MYERS moved : | | 

That this meeting of the Kast Lonion Synagogue urges on those responsible for the 

management of its affairs the advisability of instituting services for working men 
similar to those held at the Great Synagogue. 

Mr. MYers said that some sort of religious instruetion should be pro- 
vided for the large Jewish population in the district.

The CHAIRMAN stated that he had ruled it out of order by correspon-

For the benefit of the meeting the CHAIRMAN explained that Mr. Stern- 
heim wished the authorities of the East London Synagogue to throw open its 
doors for the use of the East End Branch of the Jewish Religious Union, and 
wrote to the Secretary to that effect.

We hope you will accept this in the spirit in 
which it is offered you, and that you will place it ina proud position in your 
home, that you will at times look at. it, and that it will remind you of work 
well done and of friends with whom you loved to work. We trust it will be 
an impetus to your children to follow in the honourable footsteps of their 


parents, so that they may carry on in other channels work which their father 


has done and done so well. (Loud applause.) | 
Mp. Henry HARRIS, who was received with cheers, said he was proud of 
being one of the original members, and he remembered quite distinetly that 
the East London Synagogue was the first to enable the ordinary working lad 
to become a seatholder through the small rental demanded. The decora- 
tions, which the Chairman stated were due to him, were his one and only 
dream, but he was sorry to find that it had only been partially realised. 
The Kast London Synagogue should be a model for other synagogues, which 
would spring up in the locality in later years. He was sorry to leave them, 
but he did not believe in fixity of tenure. He wished to see an infusion of 
new blood, and it gave them the best opportunity of sclecting the best men. 
He thanked the Chairmin and everyone present for the affectionate Way in 
which he had been referred to, (Loud cheers.)

The CHAIRMAN stated that a portrait of the late Rey. Julius Gouldstein 
had that morning been hung in the Board room. The most important event 
of the vear had been the eleetion of a Minister, and he felt no hesitation in 
saving that the echoiee of the Rev. Walter Levin was both wise and fortunate. 
Vir. Levin had come to them with splendid credentials, and the energy whieh 
he had already displayed was a good augury for the future of the synagogue. 
His eapacity could be seen in the success of the Religion Classes. He hoped 
that the members would take advantage of the Classes by Sending 
their ehildren. He referred to the exeellent work of the  Com- 
mittee of the North London Synagogue Orphan Aid Society, which chiefly 
through the efforts of the Hon. Secretary and Treasurer (Miss Rosetta 
Goldhill and Miss Edyth Lavey) had collected during the last year in pennies 
no less a sum than L118. The Society had, since its inception, sent L861 
to the Institution at Norwood. The finanees of the synagogue were, as 
in the past, in a deficit, through no fault of theirs, The manage- 
ment were doing their best, and he felt sure he was echoing the feeling of 
every individual congregant when, in the face of all the dilliculties of 
position and competition of surrounding synagogues, he entered an emphatie 
protest against the strictures of the Treasurers of the United Synagogue. 
Everything in their power was being done, and as long as they had a good 
record of work done, not only for themselves, but for the common weal, they 
could well afford to receive criticism, knowing that they were doing their 
duty. 

Mr. JOHN GOLDHILL expressed his agreement with the remarks of the 
Chairman, and appealed for additional members. | 

Mr. LEVY complained that the Religion Classes were only held once a 
week, He thought they should meet more frequently. 

Mr, A. SOLOMONS pointed out that Jews were not built up by Religion 
classes only. Intwo hours at their Classes, the children would learn more 
religion and Hebrew than during twenty-four at a Cheder. | 

Mr. J. M. Lissack, the Financial Representative, said that he had repeatedly 
canvassed the neighbourhood for additional members and knew that there were 
a numberof Jewish residents in the neighbourhood of the ‘* Angel,” but none 
of them were willing to become members. — All they did was to get cheap 
seats at the High Festivals. Some three or four years ago he said that if they 
could not get new congregants, they ought to move to a new neighbourhood. 
At that time there was no Synagogue at Finsbury Park, and_ if 


they had moved there at the time, they would then have had 
a flourishing North London Synagogue, and would not. have had 


a permanent deficit, or, still worse, have been without a  congre- 
gation. The synagogue had outlived the requirements of the neighbourhood, 
He believed that they would still do well to remove to Finsbury Park. 
The existing synagogue did not give all the advantages the neighbourhood 
wanted, for instance, in the way of burials, and several endeavours had 
been made—-never likely to be successful—to obtain concessions from the 
United Synagogue for that purpose. He had gone through the list of 
members of the North London Synagogue, and had found that two-thirds 
lived nearer to Finsbury Park than to their present building. Was it 
worth while attempting the impossible there while something could be 
done by amalgamating with the Finsbury Park Synagogue? If they wanted 
their synagogue to be revived they must find a new field. | 

Mr. D. GOODMAN advocated the formation of a Literary and Social Union 
on lines similar to those of the North London Jewish Literary and Social 
Union, and also of a company of the Jewish Lads’ Brigade. 

The CHAIRMAN said that Mr. Lissack’s proposal was not entirely new, 
and it deserved enquiry. He, however, did not despair of the future of the 
synagogue. He did not doubt that Mr. Lissack was in the main right when 
he said that members lived at some distance from the synagogue. But they 
would suffer more than a pang if they parted with their present structure. 
He therefore questioned the advisability of the suggestion. If there were 
not at present a large number of resident Jews in the neighbourhood, they 
might come later, and then it would be a pity if no constituent of the United 
Synagogue were to be found there. Some members of the Council would 
favour the removal, but he would advise the members not to advocate it. He 
was to some extent in agreement with the suggestions of Mr. Goodman, and 
it was just possible that he might call upon him to carry them into effect. 


He was, however, not quite at one with him regarding a literary society, for 

residents could easily become members of the North London Union, 
Mr. J. GOLDHILL said that he entirely disagreed with what Mr. Lissack 

had said. His suggestions were both inadvisable and impracticable. They 


‘would have nothing to take over to the Finsbury Park Synagogue, and that 


Synagogue .would have nothing to give to them. Finsbury Park paid 1 a 
week to its minister and owed a very large sum for the building. ‘They 
themselves had no funds to transfer to the Finsbury Park Synagogue. The 
suggestion was for the union of two bankrupt synagogues. They should do 
their utmost to raise the present position of their synagogue, and dislodge 
from their minds all questions of a removal. 

On the motion of Mr. J, M. Lissack, seconded by Mr. M. Harris, the 
oldést member of the congregation, a vote of thanks was passed to the 
Wardens and the Board of Management. : 

Mr. A. TUCK replied, and proposed a vote of thanks to the ministers. 

The Rev. W. LEVIN, in reply, appealed to the members to support him in 
his endeavours to replace the synagogue in its former satisfactory position.

The CHAIRMAN, in commenting on the annual report, said doubtless 
the members would notice that their honorary officers had not been idle in 
respect to the improvement of the sanitary and ventilation arrangements. 
The readiness with which members responded to the appeal for con- 
tributions to the testimonial to the Secretary, Mr. Humphrey Phillips, 
on his completion of twenty-five years’ service, was a deep proof of how 
much he was esteemed by them, and how highly his work was appreciated. 
It was greatly due to him that the finances of the svnagogue were in their 
present sound condition. It was a matter for general congratulation that 
the synagogue had been able in two years: to pay back £500 of the £4,000 
which was lent them by the United Svnagogue. He felt sure he was voicing 
the opinion of the meeting in recording his appreciation of the services of 
the Rev. S. Singer and the Rev. L. Geffen. Thanking the members for 
again -electing hina as Warden, he assured them that during the next 
twelve months he would, as in the past, put forward all his exertions in ’ 
the interests of the synagogue. OS 

Mr.’ Mryver A. SPrELMANN, in returning thanks for his re-eleetion, 
‘saicl that it would be a source of gratification for all to think that the 
affairs of the synagogue were being  condneted in the prevail- 
Ing spirit. Referring to the unpleasant subject of the theft of Tallisim 
and other property of the synagogue, he said it was a rehef fo know that 
the thief was found, and a great portion of the property restored to the 
owners. A number of Tallisin: were still unelaimed, which would be 
handed over to the owners if they would furnish a deseription. of their 
missing property. Although the proposed scheme respecting eongrega- 
tional singing had, for the time, been dropped, he hoped the members 
would endeavour to add to the harmony of the service by helping in the 
choral portions. | 

Thanks were accorded to the Chair and the serutineers.

nature, and showed a very healthy condition as compared with those of 
previous years.

The offerings per 
member averaged 19s. 2d., the lowest but one of all the constituents 
of the United Synagogue. He expressed his appreciation and that 
of his colleagues to the Seeretary, Mr. 1. Goldston, for the able way in 
which he had handled the accounts during the past year. . | 

The report was adopted. | 

In view of the dilliculties encountered in inducing members to accept the 
oflices of Chosan Torah and Chosan Bereshith, the Board of Management 
recommended :— 2 

That a Society, of which membership should be optional, be formed from members 
of the synagogue, the annual fee for membership of such Society to be the nominal 
one of 2/6. At a reasonable period previous to the High Festivals, a selection should 
be made from the members of the Society of two gentlemen to fill the offices of Chosan 
Torah and Chosan Bereshith respectively. 

Mr. 8S. SASSERATH, in moving a resolution based upon the recommenda- 
tion, said it was evident to members au fait with synagogue management that 
considerable difliculty was found in selecting gentlemen for the ollices 
mentioned. The course he advocated was followed in other congregations. 
They were anxious to make the Simchath Torah reception a communal 
function, the expenses of which would be defrayed by the fund raised by the 
subseriptions to the Society. 

Mr. A. JoSAPHAT suggested as an alternative the adoption of the practice 
prevailing in Hamburg, in which a sum was voted to the holders of the oflices 
to supplement their expenditure. 

Mr. L. BEHRENS seconded the motion. 

Mr. HICKMAN suggested that the offices should be given to the ministers. 
Such a decision a few years ago had resulted very satisfactorily. 

Mr. O. SELINGER was of opinion that the new Board of Management, 
having heard that discussion, should be empowered to take such steps as 
might alleviate the difficulties met with in the past. 

Mr. P. G. PHILLIPS proposed as an amendment :—- 

That a society be formed (the subscription to which should not exceed 2s, 6d. per 
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annum) for the purpose of the annual re-union on Simchas Torah, and the 
selection of two gentlemen to fill the offices of Chosan Torah and Chosan 
Rereshith be made from the general members of the synagogue or the 
ministers. 

Mr.-J. L. seconded the amendment. 

Messrs. A. DAVips and P, WHYL proposed and seconded a further amend- 


‘ment, to the effect that the Society be formed, but that only the Wardens 


and Ministers be eligible to fill the offices. 

Mr. Davids’ amendment was lost, and that of Mr. Phillips adopted, 

The Board of Management, having had under consideration the question 
of the introduction of eleetrie light, recommended to the seatholders : — 

That the electric light be introduced into the Synagogue and Class Rooms as soon as 
convenient, and that a system of ventilating the Synagogue from the electric 
power be adopted; and that the cost of installation, which will probably not 
exceed £300, be raised by means of an appeal to the general body of members. 

The recommendation was adopted unanimously. 

Mr. P. JoSePHS proposed, and Mr. B.S. ELLIs seconded, a vote of thanks 
to the retiring Warden, Mr. J. Birn, for his many valuable services to the 
synagogue. 

The resolution vas adopted, and it was ordered to be engrossed on vellum 
and presented to Mr. Birn at a subsequent meeting. eke 

Mr. Bren, in returning thanks, said that he had done his best during the 
seventeen vears he had been connected with the synagogue.

In moving the adoption of the annual report and balanee-sheet, the 
CHAIRMAN said that the financial position of the synagogue was not at all 
satisfactory. The outstanding accounts were very large, the receipts for 
the vear just ended being £900 as against £933 for the previous year. The 
Board of Management had had under consideration some means by which 
these amounts could be collected, and it was decided that a collection should 
be made at regular periods convenient to the members. The result so far had 
been fairly satisfactory, and he hoped that those present would help to 
keep up the success already obtained. He was glad to see that a large 
number of Jews were settling in the neighbourhood, and he hoped that a 
very good membership would accrue. The religion classes were making 
huge strides under the new réyime, and were a complete suecess. There was 
a fear at the commencement of the year that the Jewish Women’s Guild 
would have to be abandoned, but happily better support was given, and: it 
would continue as heretofore. 

Mr. N. WoLFFERS seconded the motion, which was carried unanimously. 

The CHAIRMAN pointed out the many advantaves that would accrue from 
adopting a resolution which stood in his name. It was in practice in most of 
the synagogues, and personally he thought it a better way than election by 
ballot. He moved :-- | | 

That an Advisory Committee be appointed consisting of fourteen members of the 

congregation (who will endeavour to attend the synagogue when a candidate is 
invited to conduct the service) for the purpose of conferring with the Board of 
Management and selecting a candidate, or candidates, for formal election by the 
seatholders, so that the objectionable features of a contested election for the 
office of Minister may be obviated. | :

The CHAIRMAN, in reviewing the history of the synagogue during the past 
year, said that a portrait of the late Mr. Alex. Jacob had been placed in the 
Board Room where he had rendered such great and valuable service. His 
family continued to take the same interest in the synagogue as he had done. 
Although the finances were in a very satisfactory condition, it must not be 
forgotten that the Hampstead Synagogue still owed over £6,000 to the United 
Synagogue, and he doubted whether any other constituent synagogue 
was so large a debtor. The membership still continued to increase. 
The Board of Management had carefully considered the question of 
increasing the seating accommodation in view of the growing 


He was glad | 


He did not intend to sever his con-— 


such associations. 


demand, and had placed a large number of extra seats in the body 
of the building. With'regard to the revision of the ritual which had heen 
under consideration, they had not been quite suecessful. They found that 
aservice such as they wished to have, embodying many of the old Jewish 
melodies, could not. be arranged ‘to last at the outside two hours, and it 
would not be right or proper to hurry through the prayers. The specia! 
Friday evening services had been started at a time which was thought eon- 
venient to the majority of the congregation; but they had been discontinued 
because the poor attendances showed that there was no demand for them. 
They had every reason to congratulate themselves on the very large 
attendances at the Saturday morning services, which he thought were in 
excess of those at other synagogues. The erection of the long-delayed 
Brondesbury Synagogue would perhaps relieve the great pressure on the 
High Festivals. He was pleased to be able to point to the continued 
success ofthe Religion Classes. There were 160 pupils on the 
register, but with over five hundred male seatholders that number was 
not enough. The charitable work of the synagogue was, as always, a 
prominent feature. Over £980 was collected last year for the 
Board of Guardians, and he believed this year’s collection would even 
surpass that amount. Over £146 was collected last vear for the Children’s 
Country Holiday Fund, The opening of the Jewish Centre for Jewish 
Ministers in the East End had done a great amount of good. He believed its 
formation was largely due to their own minister, the Rey. A. A. Green, who 
for the present year was its President. He would refer to one 
more institution, which, although not a part of the Hampstead Synagogue, 
was yet connected with it by being allowed to hold its meetings in the 
Board Room, and that was the Hampstead and St. John’s Wood Literary 
Society, which was doing a great amount of good for the younger members of. 
the congregation. Its meetings were both interesting and tnstructive. He 
was glad to see that in all directions the younger members were not back- 
ward in taking their part in the work of the synagogue. That would be the 
last time he would preside on an occasion of that kind. It had been a plea- 
sure to him to have been associated with the work of the synagogue, and to 
record the great progress the synagogue had made during the short time it 
had been in existence. He had before him a copy of the second annual 
report, and in it he noticed that the income then was £1,900, while now it 
was over £5,000. In looking back on the work of the synagogue, he was 
sorry to see that several of their attempts had not met with success, but he 
thought that they were all the better for having made them. 

Mr. C. Srerraver said that it was now about fifteen years since some 
gentlemen came to the conclusion that there was need of a Synagogue in 
that neighbourhoed. Mr. S. Moses was one of those gentlemen and he had 
been very closely connected with the Synagogue ever since. He was unable 
to express the regret that all his colleagues of the Board of Management 
felt at his leaving them. He proposed the following resolution :— 

That this annual meeting accords a vote of thanks to Mr, Moses for the work he has 

done .or the Synagogue, © | 
The members of the Board of Management were going to present Mr. 
Moses with a testimonial as an expression of their regard. . 

Mr. A. DAVIS, in seconding, thought that the work which Mr. Moses had 
done was all the more creditable as he was still a young man. He had always 
devoted alk his energies and his abilities to the Hampstead Synagogue. 

The Rey. A. A. GREEN said that although he was not a seatholder of the 
Hampstead Synagogue he had a Seat and made frequent use of it, and perhaps 
he would be allowed to support the resolution. He was sure that Mr. Moses 
would not think less of the vote because it was supported by his old sehool- 
fellow and present minister. He (Mr. Green) had now reached that age when 
old associations had a great value and he felt very keenly the snapping of 
He never entered the synagogue without thinking of the 
men who were connected with it. Now that Mr. Moses was passing from 
the ranks of the honorary officers to the ranks of the ordinary workers for 
the synagogue, he went with the sincere thanks of everyone connected with 
it for the time and labour he had devoted to the synagogue. Mr. Moses 
had given to the work an assiduity for which he had not received sufficient 
credit. His record of attendance at meetings was most remarkable. 

The resolution was carried with acclamation. ; 

Mr. Mosss, in returning thanks, said that he valued the vote the more 
on account of the support given to it by the Rev. A. A. Green. It had been 
particularly gratifying to him to have been associated with Mr. Green during 
the time he had been connected with the svnagogue. The Hampstead Syna- 
gogue had been very fortunate in its Minister. He was extremely pleased | 
to see the large attendance that morning. It shewed the great vitality there 
was in the synagogue. a 

Mr. D. BARNARD said he thought that at the last annual meeting it was 
mentioned that they had engaged a Reader for one year. If Mr. Stoloff had 
been re-elected for another year he did not think that they were doing them- 
selves or Mr. Stoloff justice. It was surely inconceivable that after two 
years they had not been able to form an estimate of his capabilities. If he 
were proficient he should be elected a permanent minister, and if he were 
not, then they could surely find a better man. The post of Reader should be 
distinct from that of Secretary, and in this respect they should follow the 
example of other synagogues. 


_ Mr. S. ALEXANDER asked whether the Assistant Secretary, Miss Abrahams, 
was also elected from year to year. 7 


Mr. STETTAUER thought it very regrettable that the question should have 
been raised two days after they had received aletter from Mr. Stoloff stating 


| that he accepted the unanimous decision of the Board of Management. — 


When he was elected Reader and Secretary it was on the understanding that 
if he did not wish to be elected to the combined posts, the Board of Manage- 
ment had no authority to elect him as Reader only. He did not think that 
meeting would propose that a member of the Board of Management should 
act as Secretary, and unless they proposed that Mr. Green should act there 
was no alternative but that Mr. Stoloff.should fill the post. The seatholders 
were under a misapprehension if they thought that the post of Reader and 
Secretary involved a great deal of secretarial work. That was not the case. 
If Mr. Stoloff was not willing to accept the post of Reader and Secretary, 
the right course for him to take was to put his intention before the next 
Board of Management, and the question could then be brought before the 
next general meeting with the view to its being referred to the Council of 
the United Synagogue with whom the decision rested, whether he could be 
elected as Reader only. Mr. Stoloff had done very little of the secretarial 
work. As to Miss Abrahams (the Assistant Secretary) they had to obtain the 
approval of the United Synagogue of her retention of the post every year. 


In reply to a suggestion that he might prefer to withdraw from the 
room while the discussion was in progress, the Rev. W. SToLorr said that he 
would rather remain and take the opinion of the meeting. He wished to hear 
what the seatholders thought on the matter, as he felt very strongly that he 
had not been treated justly by the Board of Management. , 

_ Mr. S. ALEXANDER said that Mr. Stoloff had consulted him on the ques- 
tion. It was upon his advice that the rev. gentleman had signed the agree- 
ment for this year, and it did not follow that injustice should be done. The 
facts were that Mr. Stoloff was actually bound to his office as Secretary, not 
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only every day in the year but also on the eve of Rosh Hashona and Yom 
Kippur. He (Mr. Alexander) called that shameful. How could they expect a 
man to perform an exhausting service satisfactorily if he had been just 
previously doing a lot of secretarial work. If the Board of Management did 
not entertain Mr. Stoloff’s request he would appeal to the seatholders because 
he believed that they would do him justice, and they were the final Court of 
Appeal. The minister and Mr. Abrahams (the Shammas) were not subject 
to the indignity of re-election year by year, and he did not see why Mr. 
Stoloff could not be treated in the same manner as the other officials 
were. He had been kept on approbation for three years which was entirely 
unprecedented. The office of Secretary was not only uncongenial to him but 
also injurious to his health. He had been made into a kind of clerk and he 
was expected to do so many hours’ clerk’s duties every day. 

The CHAIRMAN thought that it would be most undesirable to allow the 
discussion to continue. The facts were not altogether pleasant and he 
thought it would be better for the sake of Hampstead that the matter should 
be confined to Hampstead and not allowed to be a subject of public discussion. 
The state of affairs was that Mr. Stoloff had been elected by the seatholders 
as Reader and Secretary in 1902 and the Board of Management only had 
power to re-elect him year by year. As to the so-called indignity of re- 
election, what actually occurred was that on the 29th March at a meeting of 
the Board one Warden proposed that Mr. Stoloff should be re-elected, another 


Warden seconded, and without any discussion the motion was carried. The 


whole proceedings did not occupy more than three or four seconds. Whitre 
was the indignity? It had been pointed out to Mr. Stoloff that several of 
the highest officials of the City of London were elected every year. They 
did not consider it an indignity, If Mr. Stololl did the work whieh was 
expected of him there would be no question about his re-election. Above 
all it was not solely a question for the Hampstead Synagogue. He would 
remind them of the resolution of the Council of the United Synagogue relative 
to the election, which was passed so recently as 102, and was as follows :- 

That the Council sanction the election of a person whose whole time should be at the 

disposal of the United Synagogue to fill the combined offices of Reader and 

Secretary, with power to the Hampstead Synagogue to re-elect him year by year. 
They had no alternative but to keep to the terms of that resolution. Next 
year the matter could be brought before the new Board, and Mr.Stoloff could 
if he chose ask that it should be re-considered and a special publie meeting 
could then be called to decide the question. Mr, Stoloff had said that he 
had not been treated with justice by the board of Management and the 
honorary officers. He had no grounds for making that statement. If there 
were any question of unfairness he (the Chairman) thought that the Board 
of Management and the honorary officers had reason to complain. 

Me. ABRAHAM LEVY was stroogly opposed to Mr. Stoloff being subject to 
election from year to year. He wondered what class of candidates they could 
expect to obtain when there was such aslight security of tenure. A minister 
in such a position would be entirely at the mercy of any clique whom he 
might ever unwittingly have offended, and who might wish to get rid of him. 
The whole question should be publicly ventilated. Last year he opposed the 
resolution of the Hampstead Synagogue at the Council, and after the strong 
expression of opinion given by the seatholders last vear, he thought the 
matter would have been finally settled and that Mr. Stoloff had either been 
permanently elected or that he had not been deemed worthy of election at all. 
He would suggest that the seatholders present should ask the Board 
of Management to report to them’ next year either one way or 
the other. Mr. Stoloff was either a fit man for the post,in which case 


he ought to be elected,or he was unfit, and he should then be told that he. 


would not be retained. The distinction made between the appointments of 
Mr. Stoloff and the other officials of the synagogue was most unjust to the 
former. It suggested that there was a distinction between the merits ofthe 
officials, and that Mr. Stoloff was not such a fit person as the others. When 
the matter came up again before the Council of the United Synagogue he 
would do his best to defeat the resolution that Mr. Stololt be elected for one 
vear. 

Mr. HENRY COHEN said that it must be recognised that an amount of 
strong feeling had been engendered, but it would be better to give vent to 
their feelings than allow the matter to go on from year to year. They should 
accept the course proposed by the Chairman that the matter should be 
considered by a special meeting. 

‘The CHAIRMAN pointed out that forty seatholders could by a 
requisition call upon the Warden President to call a special 
meeting of the seatholders, and he would suggest that during the 
course of the next three or four months those members of the synagogue 
who were still desirous of discussing the matter should consider carefully 
whether that course should not be taken. Everyone was anxious that both 
sides of the question. should be heard, but he certainly thought that 
meeting was not the proper oceasion for a discussion of the matter. 

Thanks were accorded to the Scrutineers and the Chair.

The CHAIRMAN, in presenting the annual report, referred to the scheme 
which had been adopted for the substitution of special offerings in place of 
the system of ordinary offerings on Sabbaths. The new system had so far 
worked successfully, an additional amount of over £60 having been obtained. 
Mr. Salmen stated that the Board of Management contemplated the introduc- 
tion of stained-glass windows in place of the present windows both in the 
body and the gallery of the synagogue, such gifts to be supplied by members 
as memorials for departed relatives or in commemoration of other family 
events. Seven such windows had already been promised, and as the number 
required was fifteen, he appealed for the supply of the remainder. The cost 
of each would be about £6. ; | 

On the motion of Mr. MICHAEL Davis, seconded by Mr. G. De LANGE, the 
report was unanimously adopted. 

Mr. L. B. FRANKLIN, in referring to the election of the Hon. Walter 
Rothschild on the Board of Deputies, reminded the members that Mr. Roth- 
schild was the Chairman of the original Building Committee, in which capacity 
he had rendered the synagogue much valuable service. Mr. Rothschild might 
almost be considered as the founder and father of the South Hackney 
Synagogue, 

On the motion of Mr. J. MELLER, seconded by Mr. R. Srmons, thanks 
were accorded to the retiring Board, for whom Messrs. A. B. Salmen, L. 
Zacharias and S. Lion returned thanks.

‘The Crossing of the Red Sea. 


According to Prof. Haupt, the Song of Moses (Exodus XV.) falls. into 
three sections; each section comprises three stanzas; each stanza consists 
of two couplets of two double-hemistichs (whieh Prof. Haupt calls 0 aun); 
each hemistich contams two beats, The. student must consult the hew 
number of the American Journal of Semitic Languages for the details of 
the theory, and the textual emendations: and. criticisms on which it 1s 
justified. The general reader will be more interested In the following 
remarkable passage, in which an old) view. Is eontirmed from modern 
observations. 


On. Deeember 16th. 1904. the daily papers published a cablegram from St. 
Petersburg. stating that the Sea of Azov was disappearing. At ‘Taganrog, near the 
mouth of the Don. which, next to Odessa, was the leading seaport im Southern 
Russia. the waters are said to have receded to such an extent that the bed of the sea 
is visible for sevral versts. -[Prof. Haupt’s paper, though now published for the 
first time. was writterr in December, 1903.]. Vessels are lying high and dry, and 
the greatest. confusion prevails in the -harbour, © Daring the storm which raged in 
Baltimore ON October Oth and 10th. 1903. the greater part of the water was driven 
out of the upper harbour by. the tremendous wind; in spite of the almost pheno- 
menal rainfall vessels were resting on the bottom. Major-General 
Tulloch observed that under a strong east wind the shallow waters of Lake Menzaleh 
at the northern entrance to the Suez Canal receded for a distance of seven miles. 
There is. therefore, no reason for doubting the historical character of the passage 
through the Red Sea. Some. Israelites may have crossed the former northern end of 
the Cha'foof Suez. south’ of Lake Timsah; which was still connected at that time with 
the sitter Lakes south of it: bat when the Kgyptians tried to follow them, the wind 
shifted. and the flood. which had been drivett away by a strong east wind, or, rather, 


oath-east wind. came back, so that, as we read in Exodus xv., horses and chariots 


Were plunged the sea. 


This explanation has, naturally, no bearing on the question of miracu- 


lous intervention: but it ais interesting as eoming from one of those 
“Higher Crities ” who are being assailed by Prof. Sayce and others as 
determined opponents of the historical truth of Scripture. We do not 
exactly know what ainiracle is: we do know what a fact is. It is, therefore, 
all-important to have it so fully maintained by Prof. Haupt that the fact 
of the erossing of the Red Sea aay be accepted without reasonable a prtori 
doubt. 
An Ephod (?) from Thebes (Egypt). 

One of the most ditheulf points in Biblical archaeology is to determine 
the meaning of the Ephod. It sometimes is a garment, sometiines an Image, 
or other object by the instrumentality of which sacred lots were cast. That 
the same word should have these very different meanings is not so inex- 
plieable if we assume, with many moderns, that the root. aphad signifies 
fo cover or case: henee ephod would be a casing, whether ta the human 
body (whenee garment), or to an image (in the latter instance the metallic 
easing would be referred to) Now comes the suggestion that among the 
objects discovered in.an Egyptian tomb is an ephod. The object is in the 
Boston Museum, and the following is cited from the bi-monthly “ Bulletin” 
of the Museum (vol. Now 2). 


If the garment described below is rightly to be identified with the ancient Jewish 


priestiv robe named aboye, it will be an object of much interest to biblical students, 
for an Egyptian tomb will have vielded up after thirty-four hundred years the only 
Fecounized Spec 

The tombs of the kings at Biban-el-Molouk, the necropolis of Thebes, are 
situated in a hetwork of rocky ravines on the west bank of the Nile a mile and oa 
half from the river. Im one of the spurs of the East Vallev at the tomb of Prince 
Marher pro (about 1.500 B.c.), discovered 1899, excavations undertaken in 1902 
on behalf of Mr. Pheodore M. Davis brought to hight a small box in a hollow of the 
rock over the tomb. The box was painted vellow and bore on the lid an inseription 
incised painted blue, reading Mat-her-priy Cupbearer (of ‘the sovereign). 
Within it were found two tumics of soft skin, each ce: in the most marvellous way, 
within a narrow border and about a rectangular pat’) in the upper centre, into fine 
meshes as of a woven network. One of. these tuni © was in 1903 presented to the 
Museum by Mr. Davis and is now exhibited m the Egyptian Cast Room with the 
box in which both were found. 

It was surmised at the time of its discovery that this might be one of the 
leather corselets from Syria, several times’ mentioned in inscrintions of Thothmes 
among the spoils of Canaanttish peoples. Its" very perfect preservation gives 
color to the supposition that it was not the product of the daily life of Egvpt. That 
it may be a specimen of the heathen ceremonial garment. from 
which the early Jewish ephod was derived suggested by the six fol- 
lowing facts: (1) it was given a position of honor in Mai-her-pri’s tomb; (2) two 
were found there, the ephod being thought to have consisted of two like coverings 
for front and back: (3) the principal marks of wear upon it are at the waist, the 
ephod having a girdle (Ex. xxvii. 8): (4) the whole network is a single skin but for 


the piece added at each shoulder, the ephod having the *‘two shoulder pieces thereof 


joined at the two edges thereof” (Ex. xxvii. 7);. (5) the rectangular patch seems 
destined for some ornament, the ephod having a breastplate fastened above the girdle 
(Ex. xxvill. 29); (6) it is a scanty garment, such as would have warranted Michal’s 
reproach to David (2 Sam. 14 

The whole of accredited human history has unrolled itself. since a cunning 
workman wrought this skin into a garment; vet the fragile hair still clings to several 
spots missed by the artisan’s knife, and of all the myriad meshes but verv few are 
broken. The network has been produced without the excision of any fragment by 
many series of cuts running lengthwise of the garment, each series interrupted 
about every quarter inch by a minute space left intact, the interruption in. one 
series being opposite the middle of the cuts in the next. Over the whole surface of 
the skin these cuts sueceed one another with absolute regularity, about forty to the 


-inch, and aggregating scores of thousands in number, producing a network of thread- 


like fineness which proves easily expansible to twelve times the dimensions of the 
untouched skin, It does not seem unfair to compare this achievement of a Canaan- 
itish workman three thousand years ago, with the diffraction gratings of modern 
physics, ruled, it is true, hundreds of times more finely, but upon rigid glass instead 
of flexible skin and over a surface hundreds of times less in extent. On the two 
shoulders the skin has been pieced directly through the network, a series of knots 
almost imperceptible to the naked eye showing where the adjacent meshes have 
been bound together by a thread of spiderlike = delicacy. 

The marvellous workmanship and perfect preservation of this tunic add to the 
interest excited by its possible Peering upon a much disputed question of biblical 
archeology.

These are 
Holtzmann’'s “ Life of Jesus” (A. and C. Black), and Jutlicher’s “ Introduc- 
tion to the New Testament.” (Smith, Elder). Both books are the work of 
erities; in a sense also of rationalists. But, above all, they represent the 
modern. spirit in its attempt to get at the truth. Thus, the importance 
of the movement represented by such works is spiritual as well as literary. 
Jews have a deep concern in the controversies which are affecting 
Christians at this moment. Especially is this the case with regard to the 
investigation of the sources of Christianity. Both books may be com- 
mended to the close attention of Jewish students. | 


"The Jew in Russian Literature.” 


“The Jew in Russian Literature ” is the title of an interesting contribu- 
tion by M.G. Savitch to La Revue. The whole of the article is, however, 
devoted to a consideration of Asty’s pictures of Jewish character and 
Jewish life, and from the glances at the author that M. Savitch affords. us, 
we may well conclude that Asty is no exception to the members of the 
little band of Russian novelists, familiar to English readers, whose realism 
ean be only qualified by the adjective“ terrible.” The reviewer gives 
several extracts from Asty’s stories. In one, “Mendel, the Turk,” M, 
Savitch finds expressed all the psychology of the Wandering Jew. “This 
Mendel, nervous, fanatic, ungovernable, makes us think at once of the 
emotional pages of Renan, in which the great writer relates the defence and 
fall of the Temple.” The story relates the discussions in a small Russo- 
Jewish community, during the Russo-Turkish War, on: the’ pro- 
gress of the campaign and its probable conclusion. The community is 
divided into two camps, pro-Turkish and pro-Russian.” The leaders 
are respectively Mikhoel and Mendel, and reflected in their characters 
can be seen two of the types of Russian Jewry. | 

If Mendel had followed, with so much passion, all the changes of the Russo-Turkish 
War, it was because, hypnotised by his dream of independence the sole dream of his 
life, he seriously believed that Jahwe was about to break the power of Russia, in order to 
deliver the Jews from their “ captivity.” ... Mikhoel, a simple and practical mind, looked 
at things from another point of view. For him nothing extraordinary was happening. 
Kussia made war on Turkey, that was all;.Turkey would be beaten for she was the 
weaker; that was as clear and simple as the day. But, also a Jew, that is to say 
hereditarily Jehovist, he was less categorical in his assertions than Mendel. Who knows 
after all’ Possibly Jehovah has really decided to send the Messiah to his people 
in the year 1X77, However, when he knew that Plevna was taken, he was very slaaaed: 
His satisfaction was due at first, I am sure, to a certain feeling of security. The 
Russians have conquered, consequently the Messiah will not come, and theré will be no 
disturbance in business. Mikhoel’s affairs are not very considerable, he is only a school- 
master. But after all he prefers them to remain as they are, rather than to venture forth 
towards unknown destinies. The belief in the Messiah is very beautiful, but only on con- 


dition that he does not hasten his arrival. Mikhoel’s second motive for his pleasure was ° 


the realisation of his military foresight. | 
The author's sketch of the Talmud-learner in “ Papers,” places a realistie 


picture before his readers’ eyes. 

Thin, round-shouldered, with long nose and large eyes shaded by thick brows, his high 
forehead wrinkled. . . . He hasa large book before him and devotes his attention to 
it; he is completely absorbed ‘in his reading, he does not move. In this nianner the man 
spends almost an hour motionless: retlecting on a single page. At length, quietly, 
mechanically he rises, his eyes still fixed upon the volume, his figure full of care, he goes 
tua cupboard and takes from it a packet of papers covered with close and small writing. 
Placing them on the table, he resumes his reading, but at the end of an instant he leaves 
it for his papers which he examines very closely. At length he finds the sheet that he is 
seeking and having read it with deep attention, he takes an inkstand 
from the window sill and commences writing with feverish haste. 


What is this man, asks the reviewer? An author? A savant? No! It 
is only “ Yankel Etles, innkeeper of Kalinovka, or rather, it is Yankel, the 
husband of the innkeeper of Kalinovka.” At any rate he is young, he is

probably preparing for a more interesting career than that of the husband of - 


a tavern-keeper ? No, he is not young; he is about fifty or fifty-five. But he 
is a dreamer, an inveterate dreamer Who knows nothing of the reality that 
surrounds him, and there is truly something touching in the person of this 
old man who, at the age at which even disillusionment is no longer possible, 
writes commentaries on some Rabbinical treatise, probably hoping, like a child, 
to equal if not surpass by his work the renown of the greatest Rabbis. But the 
surrounding world breaks in upon his dreams. In Yankel Etles, M. Saviteh 
sees a symbol of: the Jewish people. “In all directions the traditional 
rampart that separates the Jews from thé surrounding world is being 
breached. By means of all its measures, both beneficent and harmful progress 
sets to work to annihilate the differences that separate the diverse human 
species, in order to merge them into one homogeneous humanity * one and 
indivisible.” The Jews are passing through that process just as all as the 
other peoples, and why should they bean exception ?” At the eoneclusion of 
his article M. Savitch once more puts the question, what is the future of 
the Jew ? 

The old Israel will soon have passed away, a new one is already being formed. 
What will this people, so remarkably endowed with the vital forces, be in this new incar- 
nation ? Will those multitudes of Zionists really succeed in recovering independence for 
the Jewish people ?. Or will the Jewish proletariat opposed to the action of the Zidnists 
join its efforts to those of the proletariat of the whole world and deliver the Jews while 
delivering the whole of humanity * The answer to this we shall learn, if, as Dr. 
Metchnikoff promises us, we live two hundred years. We are, however, ina position to 
state to-day that Zionist and Socialist Jews seem to have one advantage in common, the 
minds of both classes seem to have been emancipated from the frightful religious yoke 
that Jahweh imposed on his favourite people. The Jewish Socialists seem to have, in 
addition, shaken off that stupid and presumptuous prejudice, thanks to which the Israelite 
people, in reality but a nation of the second order, has so long believed itself in the 
highest rank, In this respect the young Jewish generation is in truth a new generation.

All students of Russian affairs must be grateful to Mr. Geoffrey Drage 
for his valuable compilation’ just “published by Mr. John 
Murray. Although, for the most part, Mr. Drage has not 
gone to the original sources for his information, but has trusted to 
secondary authorities, he has managed to deal with all the phases of the 
subject that he has chosen, in a thoroughly instructive manner, and the 
seven hundred and thirty pages, including appendices, to which the work 
extends, will prove indispensable to the library of all who desire to know 
more of the organization of the Russian Empire than that which satisfies 
“the man in the street.” The subject of the volume is the present position 
and condition of the Empire, not its past, and history is dealt with in a 
sketch in the introduction. 

Russia’s policy towards her Jews does not find a sym- 
pathetic exoponent in Mr. Drage, His opinion may be summed up in 
the words of the late Mr. Lecky, who wrote: “The Russian persecution 
stands in some degree apart from the other forms of the anti-Semitic move- 


ity, and also 
leliberately, systematically, 
e to utter misery about four-and-a-half 


ment, on account of its unparalleled magnitude and feroe 
because it is the direct act of a government de 
remorselessly seeking to reduc 
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millions of its own subjects.” The atrocious expulsions from Moscow in 
1590, Mr. Drage suggests, were undertaken for the purpose of “ purifying ” 
the place for the arrival of the new Governor, the Grand Duke Serge. The 
effect of the Russian policy on the physique of the sufferers is, according 
to Mr. Drage, truly alarming. “ Deprived of nearly every means of liveli- 
hood, and crowded together in the cities of the Pale, the Jews quickly 
showed signs of such physical deterioration that only six per cent. of the 
conscripts who presented themselves at the levy of 1x92 were able to pass 
‘he medical examinations, while of the Russians 65 per cent. were accepted.” 

The author agrees with Major Evans-Gordon, Mr. F. H. E. Palmer, 
and other writers that the Jewish element is of distinct benefit to the 
Russian districts in which it is found, and that these, although by nature, 
less fruitful than those from which Jews are rigidly excluded, far excel] 
the latter in their economic conditions. Mr. Drage finds that ‘“ Not the 
slightest degree of animosity is to be observed between the Christian 
peasants and their Jewish neighbours; even in districts where the Jews 
form the majority, the Jewish and Christian population live in perfect 
harmony together.” Mr. Drage writes: “This increase of production in 
Jewish districts is so marked that the fact has been observed that famines 
are practically unknown within the Jewish Pale, although the soil is of 
poorer quality within its limits than in many parts of the Empire.” He 
expects some relief for the present terrible congestion from the new agri- 
cultural colleges. recently opened near Moscow and in the West of Russia. 


These, he thinks, may afford additional means of livelihood for the Jewish. 


population. 
In his chapter on 


Industries,” Mr. Drage speaks my very complimen- 


tary terms. of the perseverance under all discouragements and industry of. 


the Jewish population. “ By dint of extraordinary: aptitude and persever- 
ance the Jews manage to acquire sufficient knowledge to earn a living in 
<killed trades, from which they would be entirely excluded if they relied on 
the usual avenues of entrance.” He also expresses admiration for the 
heroic struggles of Jewish parents to obtain education for their children, 
and, comparing the Jewish workman with his Russian. colleague, points 
out that “The Russian peasant can do nothing without the support of an 
artel; the Jewish workman,.on the contrary, has a positive dishke for 
co-operative labour. he likes to work as many -hours as he Can, and ear 
as much as he can. The tendency of the Jews is always towards overwork, 
while the Russian is notoriously easy-going.” 

Mr. Drage considers, at some length, the State Spirit Monopoly now 1n, 
force im Russia. “ The new law,” he says, “is not only an injustice to a 
large class (containing many honest men) engaged in the liquor-selling 
husiness, who have received little or no compensation, but it also takes 
away from the Village communities a class of capitalists doubtless 
in many cases Jews—-who eannot be replaced.” The reform is also harmful 
the: liberal fendencies of the people, The author

The Zionist Movement. 
On the: Mr. ALBERT HvyamMson. addressed the Sunday 
Afternoon Conference at the Westbourne Park Institute on the Present 


Position of the Zionist Movement. 

Mr. M. CHapMAN, who presided, said that was by no means the first 
occasion on which they would. hear with pleasure a Jewish gentleman 
address them on Jewish subject. The leeturer was. to. deal 
with a hope that had sustained his people through centuries during which 
they had undergone many Vicissitudes. In England, it was only within his 
(Mr. Chapman's) lifetime that Jews had obtained their full rights and 
privileges. He wanted them to bear in mind how the liberty and freedom 
ot every individual was bound up with the moral, material, and spiritual 
welfare of the community at large. There could be no. better example of 
that than the happy and cordial relationship between Jews. and Christians 
to-day as compared with the position sixty years ago. The great benevol- 
ence the Jews had displayed in this country, their great intellectual attain- 
ments, and their good social works, such as the Jewish Board of Guardians, 
were due to the opportunities furnished by the eivil liberty that had been 
given them in’ England. They could not exclude any section of their 
tellow-subjects from civil rights without, at the same time, damaging the 
well-being of the whole of the community. The English came from mauy 
stocks, and each with its many differences contributed to the well-being of 


Eurpire. 


Mr. Hyamson, after explaining how it. was possible. to owe a double 
allegiance to a motherland and a fatherland—to Zion, and, at the same time, 
to the country of one’s residence— proceeded to sketch the history of the 
Palestinian colonisation from the efforts of Sir Moses Montefiore, the 
Rothschilds, and the Alliance Israelite Universelle the last 
century, The restoration movement, he ported out, received the valuable 
and earnest support of distinguished non-Jews, such as Lord Shaftesbury, 
Laurence Oliphant, and Colonel Gawler, and also obtained the sympathy 
of the King, then Prince of Wales, of Lord Beaconsfield, and of the late Lord 
Salisbury. The new movement might be said to have been born in I&82, 
as an indirect consequence of the anti-Jewish excesses in Russia just pre- 
vious to that date. After passing references to the schemes of Joseph, 
Prince of Naxos, and of Judge Noah, the lecturer proceeded to explain the 
objects of the movement started by Dr. Herzl. The recent outrages in 
Russia had tended to drive recruits into the Zionist ranks, and, at 
the same time, the anti-Zionists had modified their attitude into one of non- 
Gionisin. Thus, the idea of a Jewish State, with more or less autonomy, Was 
bemy more and more regarded as a solution of the Jewish Question, as a 
refuge for the persecuted of the Jewish race. After brief mention of the 
suggestions for settlement in the El-Arisch Peninsula, 
with the proposed Bagdad Railway, the British East Africa seheme was 
discussed, the opposition, as led by Mr. Lucien Wolf and Dr. Gaster, being 
outtned. Among the subsidiary results of the Zionist Movement, the 
lecturer emphasised the revival in the study cf Jewish history and literature 
and the rehabilitation of Hebrew as a living language. Mr. Hyamson also 
mentioned the sympathy displayed hy the Sultan in the earliest Stages Of 
the movement, and the mission of the Chevalier Newhusky to Mr. Lucien 
Wolf, with the offer of the Holy Land aim return for the influence 
of Anglo-Jewry in the Sultan's behalf in the troubles that were then 
pending. The Varlous arguinent- against the movement were discussed in 
detail. As an answer to the rivalries of the Powers, the creation of a buffer- 
state was suggested. The exterritorialisation of the Holy Places was 
offered as a solution of the religious difficulties. To the complaint that 
Palestine was a barren desert, a wilderness of sand and rocks, the example 
of the Mormons, who turned a salt desert into a garden, the wilderness of 
the Great Salt Lake into smiling fields and pleasant meadows, was quoted. 
For a similar work, the labour was already at hand, and the capital might 
also be fortheoming. Moreover, Palestine, by its situation, was the centre 
of the commercial world, and when roads and railways had been con- 
structed, the country might become prosperous and self-supporting inde- 
pendently of the land. 

A discussion ensued, in the course of which many questions were put 
to the lecturer. | 

Mr. H. Crirre said that those who had read the history of the Jews 
miust look with much interest on their desire to return to the land. fram 
which they had come, but all races had wandered from their starting-point, 
and if the desire to return animated all of them, to say the least much 
confusion would ensue. It was possible for Jews to attain to full eivil and 
religious liberty in England and America, to keep alive their language and 
their literature without struggling with the idea to get back to Zion. Their 
efforts seemed to be fighting in the face of Nature and of Providence. In the 
furtherance of their religious ideals, in the spread of monotheism and 
in their striving after civil and religious liberty for others, as well as for 
themselves, they conferred benefits without. losing their own identity. 
The Jews who were attempting to ameliorate the condition of the Jews.in 
other countries were doing more to benefit. humanity’ than these who 
attempted to re-create the Jewish State 

Mr. L. SMIRTHWAITE heartily supported the movement. 
scattered all over the world were the despised and rejected of men, and it 
was a grand sentiment that they should return to the eultivation of their 
old land. 


if they began moderately as they had done. He did not think the scheme 


chimerical. It would create a home for the Jew driven hither and thither, 


and the Holy Land itself would once more flourish. The question was not 
religiou. so much as financial. 

Miss Terry said that-the movement was bound to continue. They 
knew. that the Jew would inherit the land of his ancestors, and the Zionist 
movement showed the beginning of the return. The conquest of the Holy 
Land would be a peaceful one. : : 

Mr. B. Stroup thought the difficulties in the way of the scheme almost 
insuperable. The Jew, through persecuiion, had never been allowed to 
forget the tradition of his ancient home. Persecution had not even stopped 
in England, for there was a relic of it in the Aliens Bill just introduced into 
Parliament., The breaking down of the old orthodox views of Christianity 
was assisting towards assimilation, and in assimilaticn he hoped to see the 
solution of the Jewish Question. ‘There seemed to be two alternatives in 
the treatment of the Holy Land. It might resume its position as a Jewish 
State, or it might be treated as a place in which poor Jews might be 
colonised. The problem was not one for the Powers to settle, but for the 
rich Jews. If the Governments could do anything in concert, they should 
assist by handing over Palestine to the Jews. 

Mr. H. Datziet said that the position of the Jews in many countries 
was almost untenable. As a palliative only, he favoured the movement. 

The CHAIRMAN was of opinion that the preposed State would be a 
secular one in which there would be absolute freedom for all. He proposed 
a vote of thanks to the lecturer for his informing address, to which they had 
all listened with deep interest. | 

Mr. Buack seconded the motion, which was adopted. 

Mr. Hyamson, in reply, dealt with the numerous points that had been 
raised in the discussion.

The motion was. carried, as was a further resolution to the fol 
lowing effect, that any member of a place of worshin which shall not conform in 
religions matters to the ecclesiastical authorities as heretofore (agreeably with Law 1 
and 2 of the Deputies) is not eligible to fil the office of deputy of this synagogue. 

At a meeting he ld September 13th, 1846. I. Swdnev handed 1) the 
following notice of motion: That the resolution confirming the anathema issued. by 
the late Chief Rabbi against those gentlemen forming the congregation of the Burton 
Street Svnapogue bie erased from our hooks. At a meetin held October 21st. 1846. 
Mr. E. 1. Sydney brought forward this motion in accordance with the notice’ he had 
given on September 13th, which having been seconded, was followed by an amend. 
ment by Mr. Lueas: when under discussion if Was discovered that Lo such 
minute as referred to by Mr. Svdnev, existed. The motion then fell to the ground. 
and the discussion terminated. 

Dr. H. Hirschfeld is responsible for a fifth article on the Arabtie portion 
of the Cairo Genizah at Cambridge, which he has been deseribing with such 
care. The present instalment comprises several original decuments, the 
chief. interest. of. which consists in the circumstance that they are fully 
dated, all of them having been written in the eleventh century. They. are 
also of some historical value, showing family and commercial intercourse 
between Jewish communities in various coast towns and islands of the 
Mediterranean Sea. All the documents have one feature in eonymon, viz.. 
that they relate to questions of civil law. The eras on which the dates are 
based are the usual Jewish ones, except in one case in which the Hebrew 
month and the complete Mohammedan date are given. From this it may be 
assumed that the matter had been brought before the Mohammedan authori- 
ties. Another noteworthy coincidence is that two of the documents relate 


to members of the family Al Qabisi. Of two brothers of this family, the 


one lived at Sietly and the other at Alexandria, other members at Kairouan 
and Tripoli. They had also family connections with Marseilles. Two are 
dated from Fostat (Old Cairo), while two mention no place. The writer of 


one of these was a native of Akko. Dr. Hirschfeld continues to provide 


useful translations of the Arabic fraginents he deseribes. 

A full description by Mr. F.C. Burkitt of the Nash Papvrus of the Deca- 
logue appeared in the Jewish Quarterly Review for April, 1903. The photo- 
graph then published WAS A photograph of the FUG . but not of the hand- 
writing, as the dark yellow of the papyrus and the black ink of the letters 
had almost the same effect on the photographie plate. Under these ecir- 
cumstances the only way in which it was possible to explain the appear. 
ance of the document to those who had not seen it was to make a careful 
pen-and-ink copy of the writing upon Mr. Nash's photograph of the papyrus 
The facsimile now produced is taken from an untouched photograph. Dr 
F. J. Allen, of St. John’s College, Cambridge. succeeded last ‘summer. in 
obtaining negatives in which the writing was visible, and it is 4 repro- 
duction from his negatives which is now published. It is now possible for 
the palewographer to study from an unbiassed witness the general appear- 
ance of the handwriting and the forms of the single letters in this most

Moisesville Colony will in time 
reeeive quite a large contingent, and preparations for the parpose of their 
future installation are now being earried on. The policy of the Jewish 
Colonisation Association appears to be to extend their operations in 
Argentina on a much larger seale than hitherto,

Canada is, of Course, suitable for 
Jewish farmers, but.on. the other hand, the progress there has always been 
slow, and consequently the prospect of any important inerease in land values 
somewhat remote, In the United States, Lam afraid, Jewish immicration is 
hecoming somewhat of a burden, From.

ANOTHER TAILORS’ CONFERENCE. 

The other day the press was specially invited to attend a conference convened by 
the Executive of the Master Tailors’ Association and the Executive of the United 
Garment Workers of Great Britain. The circular convening the conference for April 
the 19th stated that there were to be present not only the two Committees referred to, 
but also representatives of the Jewish Ministers Committee, members of the L.C.C., 
and other bodies, as well as representatives of the trade press. The object of the 
conference was to disouss the formation of a joint Board of masters and men, to regulate 
the tailoring industry of London and Jewish labour in general. 

THe CLOSED Door. 

To pressmen, &@ conference as above described, foreshadowed an event of no mean 
importance, a project full of possibilities for the future interests, not only of the Tailor- 
ing trade, but of Jewish labour in general. Accordingly, five representatives of the 
press proceeded to King’s Hall, Commercial Road, on the evening of the date mentioned, 
where the conference was to be held. After waiting a considerable time, during which 
the conveners were engaged in a private disoussion of a lively character, the Chairman, 
in opening the proceedings, requested the press to withdraw, as it had not been thought 
desirable that publicity should be given to the proceediogs. 

SOME SURPRISING ASPECTS. 

The object of the conference having been clearly and unmistakably stated in the 
circular, and the project having previously been alluded to in the press, everyone 
familiar with past events would know what was the precise object aimed at. Hence, the 
necessity for secrecy was% great surprise. Moreover, another surprising aspect pre- 
sented itself to those not unfamiliar with the Jewish labour movement, Here something 
was about to be attempted ia the interests of the tailoring trade, Yet the tailoring 
societies which alone manifest signs of life, such as the London Mantle Makers’, the 
Military Tailors’ and others, which are spending time and money in the work of organisa- 
tion, were not consulted, and Jewish labour in general was also completely ignored. 

SOmE VIEWS ON THE MatTTEeR. 

The views of Jewish labour men, as recently gathered, will no doubt be of 
some interest. In certain quarters the existence of the Masters’ Society is not seriously 
believed in. This body, it is argued, has not been heard of for many years. Nor does 
the Garment Workers’ Union enjoy any better reputation, for its club and meeting room 
has recently been closed. But this view is certainly erroneous. For societies have 
been known to exist with their officars as their sole members and have issued circulars 
and masdates. In other quarters however, the fact that so many genuine and how fide 
labour organisations have been ignored, and the secrecy of the proceedings, is held 
proof positive that something is being attempted behind their back, which would not 
coincide with their opinions a3 to what constitutes their interest; otherwise their 
representation at the conference would certainly have been sought. This may be a 
mere surmise on their part, but ro | have historical facts to bear out this view. The 
incidents of 1896, the strike of the Master Tailors and the consequent struggle between 


the journey -men tailors themselves have not yet been forgotten. All parties are agrecd 


that should a similar course of action be the result of the conference, those responsible 
for it reckon without their host, and stirring events may be anticipated, 
PROTESTS AGAINST THE ALIENS BILL

Last Sunday a meeting of the Zionist Association was held in the Old Central Hall, 
Mr. M. Jacobs in the chair. Mr. Percy P. Baker, of Glasgow, delivered a lecture on 
* Palestine and British Kast Africa,”’ illustrated with lime-light views, of which he had 
an excellent selection. Prior to the lecture opportunity was taken to discuss the Alien 
Immigration Bill now before Parliament, and to protest against certain of its clauses. 
There was an attendance of over 700. A letter was received from the Rev. G. J. 
Emanuel expressing his inability to be present to add his voice to the protest. Councillor 
Pentland moved the following resolution :—‘‘ That, while in agreement with the Govern- 
meot in its endeavour to protect this country from an invasion of undesirables either 
criminal or diseased, this meeting protests against those clauses in the Alien Immigra~’ 
tion Bill which do away with that ‘asylum for the oppressed.’ with which the traditions 
of this country have so long been identified.’’ Mr. Pentland stated that the meeting 
was entirely non-political, and they were simply asking for protection from the Govern- 
ment. Britain had ever been a land of the free—the asylum of the oppressed, Our 
ports and inland towns had been ready to receive, and not always to their disadvantage, 
persons from other shores, and he was there to protest against anything in the form of 

rsecution of those who were (lying from countries in which they were persecuted, 

he Jewish people needed no one to defend their character, their cause, or their faith. 
They were a law-abiding people. As « member of the local Board of Guardians he had 
made enquiries and. found that there was not a single Jew in the workhouse. Neither 
was there at that time any member of the Jewish faith in gaol. He had also ascertained 
that so far as the local Courts are concerned, Jews enjoyed an almost complete immunity 
from criminal charges. Councillor Lovesey, who seconded the résolution, said he hoped 
that the doors of Great Britain would never be closed to persecuted Jews, and that the 
Aliens Bill would be so amended that it would gusrantee England remaining a safe 
asylum for their oppressed con/i«res, Mr. A. L. Burlin (of Burton-on-Trent), who gave 
evidence before the Royal Commission on Alien Immigration, stated that if it were not for 
Jews, many trades which were now flourishing and gave employment to thousands of 
natives, would have been lost, to the benefit of Germany. He, himself an alien, last 
year employed seventy-six men, not one of whom was an alien. The resolution was 
unanimously adopted. Mr. M. Jacobs, in appealing for support to the Zionist move- 
ment, stated that he wished the Press had bean represented on Saturday at the synagogue, 
when the Rev. G. J. Emanuel, in the course of his sermon, showed the impracticability 
of the Aliens Billasit nowread. A vote of thanks tothe lecturer was proposed by Mr. D. 
Hollander, and seconded by Mr. Bb. Newman.
